7. What was Luke by profession? — A phy- 
sician. Col. iv. 14. 

8. Who was the evangelist John, and what was 
his trade ? — The son of Zebedee; he was a fisher- 
man.

10. What prophecy was thus fulfilled ?— That 
of Micah, v. 2.

we are, yet he was without sin.

24. How long was Christ tempted in the wil- 
derness? — Forty days and forty nights. Matt. 
iv. 2. 

25. What yearly scene of humiliation and 
fasting does our church observe to commemorate 
this temptation of Christ's ? — The forty days o( 
Lent. 

26. What is the meaning of the word Lent ? — 
It signifies spring, being an old Saxon word ; so 
that Lent signifies the Spring Fast. 

27. Was there anything in Moses's history an- 
swering to this fasting and temptation of Christ ? 
— Yes ; Moses was in the mount forty days and 
forty nights. Exod. xxiv. 18. 
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28. Who announced the hirth of Christ to 
Mary ?— The angel Gahriel. Luke i. 26-38. 

29. What festival does our church hold in com* 
memoration of this event? — The 25th of March, 
commonly called Lady-day. 

30. Relate the circumstances of the Annuncia- 
tion ?— Luke i. 26-28. 

31. What is said of Mary's feelings on this 
occasion ? — She was troubled at his saying, and 
cast in her mind what manner of salutation this 
should be.-*^Luke i. 29. 

32. In what terms did the angel encourage 
her? — ^Fear not, Mary, &c. Luke 1. 30, 31. 

33. Did Mary then believe, or not?**-Yes« 
Luke i. 38. 

84. Why was the name of Jezvks given to our 
Saviour ? — Because he saves his people from their 
sins. Matt. i. 21. 

85. Where was Joseph and Mary's ordinary 
place of residence ?-^Nazareth. Matt. ii. 28. 

36. Then how came Jesus to be bom at Beth- 
lehem ? — Because there was an order that every 
one should go to his own city to be taxed, and 
Joseph belonged to that city. Luke ii. 1-6. 

37. When Christ was born, was it announced 
in any remarkable manner to the people in the 
neighbourhood of Bethlehem ?— It was announced 
to the shepherds, who were keeping their flocks 
by night.

67» How old was Christ before he began his 
ministry ?-^About thirty years of age. Luke iii. 23. 

68. What does the name Jesus mean ?>^~Jeho- 
Tah, the Saviour. 

69. What name in the Old Testament corre* 
sponds to the name Jesus ?— -Joshua. See Heb. 
iv. 8. 

70. In what respect was Joshua a type of 
Christ? — In bringing Israel into the promised 
land. 

71* Of what was Canaan, the promised land, a 
type ? — Of heaven, which is the Christian's pro- 
mised inheritance. 

72. What does a type mean? — ^A figure, or 
resemblance of a thing. 

78. Who was the forerunner of Christ ?-— John 
the Baptist. 

74. Under what name was John the Baptist's 
coming foretold ? — Elijah the Prophet. Mai. iv. 5. 

75. Was he really El^ah come again ? — No. 
John i. 21. 
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76. Wby ihen was he prophesied of by that 
tiame ?'-^Because he was to come in the spirit and 
power of Elias* Luke i. 17* 

77* In what respects did John the Baptist re- 
semble Elijah ?-^In four respects^ 1^ Dress, 2 
Itings i. 8 ; Matt* iii. 4. 2. Abode, chiefly in 
the wilderness. 3. Calling the people to repen* 
tance* 4. Reproving king Herod, as Elijah had 
done king Ahab. 

78. In asking John who he was (John i. 21), 
whom did the priests and Leyites mean by the 
expression " That Prophet*^ ?— Jesus Christ is 
the great prophet of his church. Moses, prophe- 
sying of him, Deut. xviii. 15, says, " God will

89. On what occasion was Zachariais^s speech 
restored f— When they came to circumcise the 
child, there was a dispute as to his name, and the 
hkiher waa consulted ; Dot being Ma to speak, he 
wrote, sayings ^' His name is JoImi," and imme-* 
diately bis mouth was opened.-^Luke i.

90. Did lihe Virgin Mary ever vtsit Elizabeth ? 
— ^Yes. Luke i. 39, 40. 
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91* What happened when Elizabeth heard the 
salutation of Mary? — The babe leaped in her 
womb; and Elieabeth was filled with the Holy 
Ghost. Luke i. 41. 

9:2. How long did Mary stay with Elizabeth ? 
•*— About three months. Luke 1. 56. 

93. Did John work miracles, like Christ? — No. 
John X. 41 . 

94. What ceremony did John accompany his 
preaching with ? — That of baptism. Luke iii. 16. 

95. Was John the first to introduce the cere- 
mony of baptism ? — No : the ceremony of washing 
with water was used by the Jews. Exod. xxix. 4. 

96. Was John's baptism the same thing as 
Christian baptism ? — No ; for Christian baptism 
was first instituted by Christ long after John's 
death. 

97» Was Christian baptism ordained by Christ 
in his ' life-time ? — No: Christ ordained baptism 
after his death and resurrection ; and immediately 
before his ascension into heaven. Matt, xxviii. 
16-20. 

98. Give a proof that John's baptism was a 
different thing from Christian baptism ? — St. Paul 
asked certain disciples at Ephesus, if they had 
received the Holy Ghost since they believed? 
They replied, they had not so much as heard that 
there was a Holy Ghost. He then asked them 
unto what they were baptized? and they said, 
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Unto J6tm*t bapdam.** He told fliem diat was 
not sufficient, and then they were b^tixed in the 
name of the Lord Jesns. Acts xix. 1-5. 

99. How does John himself describe his own 
baptism, and distingoish it from Christ's? — ^He 
says, ** I indeed baptice yon with water unto 
repentance ; bat He that oomelh after me is 
mightier than I, whose shoes I am not worthy to 
bear : He shall baptize yon with the Holy Ghost, 
and with fire."

100. To what miracolons drcomstance does 
John allude in thus describing Christian baptism ? 
— To the descent of the Holy Ghost in the form 
of cloven tongues like as of fire.

— He was cir- 
cumcised. Luke i. 59. 

102. Was every Jewish child so circumcised? 
— Every male child was. Gen. xvii. 10-14. 

103. What Jewish ceremony does Christian 
baptism correspond to ? — ^Circumcision. 

104. What peculiar name does St. Paul give in 
allusion to this, to Christian baptism ? — The cir- 
cumcision of Christ. Col. ii. 11. 

105. Was Christ circumcised? — Yes. Luke 
11.21. 

106. Why was that necessary ? — ^That he might 
fulfil the law. Matt. v. 17. 
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10? • What other ceremony was performed apon 
Christ? — He was baptized, Matt, iii* 13-15. 

108. What remarkable thing happened at 
Christ's baptism? — The heavens were opened 
unto him, and he saw the Spirit of God descending 
like a dove, and lighting upon him ; and lo I a 
voice from heaven, saying. This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. Matt. iii. 16, 17* 

109. What ceremony was his mother required 
to perform ? — That of purification* Luke ii. 22 ; 
Lev. xii. 1-4. 

110. What ceremony was also performed for 
the child Jesus, as soon as the days of his mother's 
purification were ended ?

115. Where did the parents of Jesus ordinarily 
live ?

116. Did they ever go to Jerusalem? — Yes; 
every year, at the feast of the Passover. Luke, 
ii. 41. 

117. What happened that distressed them on 
one of those ocl^asions ? — ^As they returned home, 
Jesus tarried behind unknown to them ; and when 
they missed him, they sought him and turned 
back to Jerusalem. Luke ii. 42, 43. 

118. Where did they find him? — In the tem- 
pie, amidst the doctors, both hearing them, and 
asking them questions. Luke ii. 46. 

119. How old was Jesus then ? — He was twelve 
years old. Luke ii. 42. 

120. Immediately after being baptized, where 
did Jesus go, and why ? — He was led up of the 
Spirit unto the wilderness, to be tempted of the 
devil. Matt. iv. 1. 

121. Why was it needful that Christ should be 
exposed to temptation ? — It was needful for him 
to be made like his brethren in all respects, that 
he, having suffered, might succour them that are 
tempted. Heb. ii. 17, 18. 

122. How long did he fast in the wilderness ? 
" "tydays and forty nights. Matt. iv. 2. 
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129. By what temptation was he assaulted, whett 
hungry, through fasting ?«— Command that these 
stones be made bread. Matt, iy* 8, 4. 

124. The devil placed him next on a pinnacle 
of the temple : by what temptation did he assault 
him there ?-^-The devil said unto him, " If thou be 
the Son of God, cast thyself down ; for it is 
written," &c. Matt. iv. 6. 

125. What reply did Jesus make to this temp- 
tation ?— Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy God. 
Matt iv. 7* 

126. How would it have been tempting God? 
*--rBy throwing himself into needless peril. 

127. What is the difference between tempting 
and trusting God ? — We trust God, when we look 
to him for protection and direction in the strict 
path of duty ; but if we leave the path of duty^ 
and throw ourselves rashly into danger, and then 
look to him for deliverance, we tempt God. 

128. What prospect did the devil show Christ 
from an exceeding high mountain ? — All the king- 
doms of the world, and the glory of them. Matt, 
iv. 8. 

129. What temptation did he ground on that? 
— The devil told Jesus he would give all of them 
to him, if he would fall down and worship him. 
Matt. iv. 9. 

ISO. How did Jesus reply to that temptation ? 
— Get thee hence, Satan ; for it is written. Thou 
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shall woiship the Lord thy God, xod him only 
shalt thou serve. Matt. iw. 10. 

131. After his tempftatiQiiChiist entered upon hia 
ministry: where? — ^At Nazareth. Luke It. 14-16. 

132. From what prophet did Christ take his 
text for his first dtseonrse? — ^Fram the prophet 
Esaiasy which is the same as Isaiah.

133. Repeat the words of his text. — ^''The 
Spirit of tl^ Lord is upon me, hecanse he hath 
anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor ; he 
hath sent me to heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight 
to the blind, to set at liberty them that are braised, 
to preach the acceptable year of the Lord."

— They were 
Matt. iv. 18-22. 
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188. What was the number of the apostles ?-— 
Twelve in all. 

189. Was there ever any dispute among them 
as to which should be the greatest ? — ^Yes. Luke 
xxii. 24. 

140. How did Christ settle this dispute? — He 
endeavoured to teach them humility from his own 
example, in being among them as one who served. 
Luke xxii. 25-27. 

141. Does not a superior rank appear to have 
been given to Peter over the rest ? — ^Yes. Matt* 
xvi. 18, 19. 

142. But does not our Lord give the same 
power equally to all the twelve apostles^ and that 
nearly in the same words ? — ^Yes : he gave equal 
power to all of them, although in the early part 
of the gospels it did seem that he selected Peter, 
as superior to the rest : this is proved by Scrip- 
ture. Matt, xviii. 18 ; John xx. 22, 28. 

143. Did our Lord mean to give the power of 
forgiving sins to his disciples, absolutely ? — No ; 
they acted only as ministers to declare God's for- 
giveness to aU penitent sinners. Mark ii. 7*

they work them by their own power ? — ^No, but 
by Jesus Christ. Acts iii. 12-16 ; iv. 8-10. 

145. When a number of the disciples is named 
together, whose name almost always stands first ? 
— Peter's. 



175* What vas it that convinced Nicodemus 
that JesuB Christ came from God? — The miraclea 
which he wronght. St. John iii. 1, 2. 

176. Did any other of the rvJere and Pharisees 
believe on Chrut ? — Many among the chief rulers 
belieTed on him ; but because of the Pbariseea, 
they did not confess him, lest they should be put 
out of the synagogue. John zii. 4S. 

177. What does our Lord say would have ex- 
cused the J«ws for not believing on bim T — '* If I 
bad not done among them the works which none 
other roan did, they bad not bad sin ; but now 
have they both seen and hated both me and my 
Father."

187* Did our Lord's miracles ever go beyond 
healing the sick and infirm ? — Yes ; he raised the 
dead to life again. Read Lukevii. 11«15; John 
xi. 43, 44. 

188. Was the miracle of raising the dead pecu- 
liar to Christ only ? — No ; Elijah raised to life 
the son of the widow of Zarephath. Elisha raised 
the Shunammite's child ; and Peter raised Dorcas 
from the dead. Read 1 Kings xvii. 22 ; 2 Kinga 
iv. 32-35 ; also Acts ix. 36-40. 

189. What miracle only seems to have been 
peculiar to Christ ? — That of giving sight to the 
man who was born blind. John ixt 1, 7, and 32.

191. But what two miracles did he perform in 
order to feed hungry multitudes ? — lie fed about 
five thousand men upon five loaves and two fishes; 
and again he fed about four thousand with seven 
loaves and a few small fishes. Mark vi. 34-42 ; 
Tiii. 1-9. 

192. Onwhatoccasion were thcdisciples alarmed 
at the sight of their Master? — He had sent tlieni 
away in a ship ; a stonn arose ; be went unto 
them walking on the sea. And when they saw 
him walking on the sea, they were a&aid. Matt. 
xi*. 22-26. 

193. What account is given of Peter's conduct 
on this occasion ? — Peter said, " Lord, if it be 
thou, bid me come unto thee on the water." And 
he said, " Come." And when Peter was come 
down out of the ship, he walked on the water to 
go to Jesus. And when he saw the wind'bois- 
terous, be was afraid ; and, beginning to sink, he 
cried, saying, Lord, save me. And immediately 
Jesus stretched forth his hand, and caught him,

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asleep ; his disciples awoke bim. He arose, re- 
buked the windi and said unto the sea, Peace, 
be still.

— They 
were fearful, and Christ asked them, '* Why are 
ye so fearful ? How is it that ye have no faith ? 
And they feared exceedingly, and said one to 
another, What manner of man is this, that even 
the wind and the sea obey him ? Mark iv. 40, 4 1 . 

196. What miracle did our Lord perform in 
order to pay tribute money? — He ordered Peter 
to cast a hook into the sea, and take up the fish 
that came first, and to open its mouth and take out 
a piece of money ; take it, and give to them for 
him and for Peter. Read Matt. xvii. 24-27* 

197. Who did Herod think Christ was when 
he heard of his miracles? — John the Baptist. 
Matt* xiv. 1, 2. 

198. Did Christ baptize, as well as work mira- 
cles ? — No. John iv. 2. 

199. What did John do when he heard of 
Christ's miracles ? — He sent two of his disciples 
to ask him, ** Art thou He that should come, or 
do we look for another ?*' Matt. xi. 2, 8. 

200. What reply did Christ make?— Go and 
show John again those things which ye do hear 
and see. The blind receive their sight, and the 
lame walk, &c. Matt xi. 4, 5.

What proof was this that Chnst was the 
pnnnised Messah ? — It was the fblfihnent of the 
prophecy of Isaiah. Isa. xxxr. 4-6. 

202. With an his miracles and all his wonderfal 
preaching, did Christ gather many disciples ahout 
him in his life-time ? — He did not. 

203. Of the few he made, did they aU stay 
with him ? — Many forsook him, and walked no 
more with him. John Ti. &6. 

204. Was it Christ's particular object to make 
disciples when he came ? — No. 

205. What was the particular object of his 
coming ? — To make an atonement for the sins of 
the whole world, by his death on the cross, and 
to open the gate of heaven to all believers, by his 
resurrection. 

206. When only was it that the disciples began 
to multiply greatly? — After the descent of the 
Holy Ghost. 

207* What was the greatest number we read of 
before the descent of the Holy Ghost? — ^About 
five hundred. 1 Cor. xv. 6. 

208. How many disciples were made on the 
day of Pentecost? — About three thousand souls. 
Acts ii. 41. 

209. Who preached to the multitudes on that 
day? — Pefer. Acts ii. 14. 

210. What facility did the gift of the Holy 
?iye for making disciples? — It enabled 
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the apostles to preach the gospel to foreign na- 
tions, without being at the trouble of learning 
foreign languages. 

211. What did the multitudes think and say 
when they heard of the apostles speaking in these 
strange tongues? — They were confounded, be- 
cause that every man heard them speak in his 
own language. And they were all amazed and 
marvelled, saying one to another, '' Behold, are 
not all these which speak Galileans ? And how 
hear we every man in our own tongue, wherein 
we were born." — 'Acts ii. 6-8. 

2 1 2. What did others slanderously say of them ^ 
— These men are full of new wine. Acts ii. 13. 

218. What is the meaning of the word Parable? 
— ^An illustration of some truth by a story. 

214. Was our Saviour the first that ever spoke 
in parables? — No. The Lord sent Nathan to 
David, and by the parable he used David was made 
to condemn himself for his sin. 2 Sam. xii. 1-7. 

215. What sort of reception had our Lord with 
the multitude generally? — The common people 
heard him gladly. Mark xii. 37* 

216. What did they remark as peculiar in his 
manner of teaching ? — The people were astonished 
at his doctrine ; for he taught them as one having 
authority, and not as the scribes. Matt. vii. 28, 
29.

217* Did he ever make any disciples among 
the chief men of the Jews f-— He did* John xii. 
42. 

218. What chief man once came to him by 
night to be instructed? — Nicodemus. John iii. !• 

219. Relate the substance of the conversation 
between Jesus and Nicodemus* — ^John iii. l-7« 

220. He had a remarkable conversation also 
with a woman of Samaria ; where was it, and how 
came it about ? — It was near a city called Sychar, 
near to the parcel of ground that Jacob gave to 
his son Joseph, &c. John iv. 5-7* 

221. Relate the substance of the conversation. 
Read John iv. 7-15. 

222. On this occasion did he make any disciples 
among the Samaritans ? — ^Many of the Samaritans 
believed on him for the saying of the woman ; and 
many more believed because of his own word. 
John iv. 39-42. 

223. Who were the Samaritans ? — People who 
lived in the country formerly belonging to the ten 
tribes of Israel. 

224. What became of the ten tribes themselves? 
— ^The king of Assyria took Samaria, and carried 
Israel away into the land of Assyria. 2 Kings, 
xvii. 6. 

225. Why was this judgment inflicted upon 
them ? — Because they sinned against the Lord 
their God. 2 Kings xvii. 7> 
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2126. After the Israelites were carried away, 
how was the land peopled ? — The king of Assyria 
brought men from Babylon, and from Cuthah, 
and from Ava, and from Hamath, and from 
Sepharvaim. 2 Kings xvii. 24. 

227. What was the sect among the Jews called 
Herodians ? — They were a party of persons of 
loose principles that flattered Herod. 

228. What were the peculiar opinions of the 
Sadducees ? — They said that there is no resurrec- 
tion, neither angel, nor spirit. Acts zxiii. 8. 

229. How did the Sadducees endeavour to 
puzzle Christ about the woman who had seven 
husbands ? — By asking which of the seven would 
have her to wife in the resurrection. Read Matt, 
xxii. 23-28. 

230. How did Christ answer them? — Jesus 
answered and said unto them, "Ye do err, not 
knowing the Scriptures, nor the power of God. 
For in the resurrection they neither marry nor are 
given in marriage, but are as the angels of God 
in heaven. Matt, jcxii. 29, 30. 

231. What sort of a sect were the Pharisees? 
— Strict in regard to all the rites and ceremonies 
of religion. 

232. In the parable of the Pharisee and the 
Publican, what does the Pharisee boast of? — He 
boasts that he is not as other men are, or even as 
this publican : he boasts also of his fasting and 
giving of tithes. Luke xviii. 11, 12. 
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233. What does the puhlican say for himself? 
•—He humbled himself and said, " God be merci- 
ful to me a sinner." Luke xviii. 13. 

234. What opinion does our Lord express about 
them, and what general principle does he lay down 
as to humility and pride ? — He said the publican 
was justified rather than the other ; for every one 
that exalteth himself shall be abased ; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted. Luke xviii. 
14, 

235. What opinion does our Lord express 
respecting the righteousness of the Pharisees ? — 
That outwardly they appeared righteous unto men, 
but within were full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 
Matt, xxiii. 28. 

236. Were not the Pharisees a powerful sect ? 
-r-They were. 

237* Why then in their anger at Christ did they 
not seize upon him ? — They feared the multitude, 
because the multitude took him for a prophet. 
Matt. xxi. 45-46. 

238. How did he puzzle them in regard to the 
genealogy of Christ? — Read Matt. xxii. 41-46. 

239. How was Christ both David's son and 
David's Lord ? — He was David's son, as being 
descended from him, as man ; and David's Lord, 
as being the Son of G6d. 

240. What different opinions were entertained 
as to who Christ was ? — Some said he was John 
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the Baptist; some^ Elias; and others, Jeremias, 
or one of the prophets. Matt* zvi. 13, 14. 

241. When Christ asked his disciples^ '* Whom 
say ye that I am V* who answered for the rest, 
and what was the answer he gave ? — Simon Peter 
answered and said. Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God. Matt. xvi. 15, 16. 

242. To whom did Christ say, he gave the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven ? — -To Peter. 
Matt xvi. 19. 

243. But had the other disciples no such power 
given to them?— -Yes. Immediately after his 
resurrection, our Saviour appeared to his disciples 
and gave them all power to remit sins. John xx. 
23. 

244. Had the disciples themselves then correct 
ideas at first of the nature of Christ's kingdom ? — 
They had not. 

245« How does this appear from their own 
conduct as to desiring pre-eminence ? — There was 
a strife among them, which of them should be 
accounted the greatest. Luke xxii. 24. 

246. How does this appear from Zebedee's 
wife's petition? — She went with her sons to 
worship Jesus, and desired a certain thing of him. 
And he said unto her. What wilt thou? She 
aaith unto him, Ghrant that these my two sons may 
•it, the one on thy right hand, and the other on 
the left, in thy kingdom. Matt. xx. 20, 21. 
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247* How does this appear even after Christ's 
death from what two of the disciples said on their 
journey to Emmaus ? — They were disappointed 
at Christ's death, and said, We trusted that it had 
been he which should have redeemed Israel. Luke 
xxiv. 21. 

248. How did our Lord reprove these two dis- 
ciples? — He said unto them, fools, and slow 
of heart to believe all that the prophets have 
spoken : Ought not Christ to have suffered these 
things, and to enter into his glory ? Luke xxiv. 
25, 26. 

249. What ideas had the Jewish common people 
respecting the Messiah's kingdom ? — They thought 
their Messiah was to be a great earthly King. 

2.50. Did they ever attempt to make him a king? 
— Yes. John vi. 14, 15. 

25 1 . Did our Lord ever tell people plainly that 
he did not pretend to be an earthly king ? — He 
told them his kingdom was not of this world. John 
xviii. 36. 

252. So far from being a king, what did he 
expressly tell his disciples should be his fate ? — 
He told his disciples that he should be delivered 
up to the Gentiles, mocked, and spitefully en- 
treated, &c. — Luke xviii. 31-34. 

253. How was the faith of the disciples espe- 
cially strengthened against the shock it would 
receive by their Master's crucifixion? — By the 
transfiguration. Matt. xvii. 1-3. 
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254. Relate the circumstances of the trans- 
figuration, and name the disciples then present ? — 
Matt. xvii. 1-5. 

255. How does it plainly appear from the con- 
versation of Moses and Elias, that the transfigu- 
ration took place in order to strengthen the faith 
of the disciples against the shock of seeing their 
Master crucified } — Because during the transfigu- 
ration and the appearance of these two prophets, 
the discourse which these disciples heard was 
about Christ's death. Luke ix. 28-31. 

256. How does it further appear from the three 
disciples specially chosen to be present ? — Because 
having witnessed it, and been strengthened in 
faith by the glory of the transfiguration, they 
alone were taken to witness his agony. 

257* Our Lord forbad his disciples to mention 
his transfiguration : why did he do so ? — ^Because 
not being seen by others, it was not likely to be 
credited ; besides it was not meant for others, but 
for his disciples, to convince and comfort them* 

258. Presently after the transfiguration, what 
important event took place ?— Christ's triumphant 
entry into Jerusalem. 

259. Where was this event predicted ? — Zech. 
ix. 9. 

260. Relate the circumstances? — Matt. xxi. 
1-9. 

261. What Sunday in the year has a particular 
name to commemorate this event? — Palm Sunday. 
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262. As oar Lord drew near Jenuaiem on this 
occasion what feelings did he manifest? — He 
wept. Luke xix. 41, 42. 

26d» To what place in Jerusalem did he go 
first ? — Into the temple. Luke xix. 45. 

264. What prophecy as to the glory of the 
Second temple was thus fulfilled ? — That of Hag- 
gai. Haggai ii. 3 and 9. 

265. Explain in what consisted the superior 
glory of the second temple ?-~In heing honoured 
hy the personal presence of the Son of God. The 
first only contained the Shechinah, which ^was a 
bright deud of glory in the Holy of holies over 
the merey-seat, and was a symbol of the Divine 
presence. 

266. What act of authority did our Lord ex- 
ecute there ? — He cast out them that sold therein, 
and them that bought. Luke xix. 45, 46. 

267^ What eyil did he forefeel respecting the 
temple ? — Its destruction. Luke xxi. 5, 6. 

■268. Why was this evil permitted to happeii 
both to the temple and to the whole city ?-^To 
punish the Jews for rejecting and crucifyiog the 
promised Messiah. 

269. Aiter leaving the temple He went out 
into the city ; had He any fixed hoine to go to ? — 
No : He said^ ** The Son of Man hath not where 
to lay His head." Matt. viii. 20. 

"^0. How did He arrange to get a place for 
'iples and himself to go to at this time ? — 
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He desired them to go into the city, and follow a 
certain man whom they would meet, who was 
bearing a pitcher of water, into the house where 
he entered, and ask the master for a room to hold 
the passoyer in. Luke xxii. 10^ 11, 12. 

271. For what particular purpose did he want 
a room to go to just then? — To celebrate the 
Passover in ; or what is called the last supper. 
Luke xxii. 7t 8. 

272. Did the disciples who assembled' there 
with him, all stay with" him the whole time ? — 
No ; Judas having received the sop, went im- 
mediately out. John xiii. 30, 81. 

273. What object had Judas in view then ? — 
To betray his Master. 

274. What prediction was thus fulfilled?— 
'* Yea, mine own familiar friend, whom I trusted, 
which did eat of my bread, hath lifted up his 
heel against me.'' Psalm xli. 9. ; and " For it 
was not an enemy that reproached me ; then I 
could have borne it ; neither was it he that bated 
me that did magnify himself against me ; then I 
would have hid myself from him : but it was thou, a 
man mine equal, my guide, and mine acquaintance. 
We took sweet counsel together, and walked unto 
the house of God in company." Psalm Iv. 12-14. 

275. In what general terms did our Lord 
notice the intended treachery of Judas ? — " I say 
unto you, that one of you shall betray me/' 
John xiii. 21. 
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276. Then by what token did he single him 
out ? — Bj giving him the sop. John xiii. 25, 26. 

277- Where did Judas go to when he went 
out ? — He went his way to the chief priests and 
captains, and communed with them how he might 
betray him unto them. Luke zdi. 4. 

278. For what sum did he bargain to sell his 
Master? — Thirty pieces of silver. Matt. xxvi. 
14-15. 

279. What prophecy was thus fulfilled ?— That 
of Zechariah. '' So they weighed for my price 
thirty pieces of silver." Zech. xi. 12. 

280. By what token did Judas betray hia 
Master ? — By a kiss. Matt. xxvi. 48. 

281. During this supper what sacrament did 
our Lord institute ? — The sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper. Matt. xxvi. 26, 27, 28. 

282. In place pf what Jewish festival did this 
Sacrament come ? — In place of the Passover. 

288. What took place in the Passover to typify 
the death of Christ ? — The slaying of the Paschal 
Lamb. 

284. In allusion to this, by what name does 
St. Paul speak of Christ ? — Christ our Passover. 
1 Cor. V. 7. 

285. After supper where did our Lord go to ? 
—To the Mount of Olives. Luke xxii. 89. 

286. Where did Judas find him at last, when 
he betrayed him ? — Over the brook Cedron, where 
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was a gardeDi into the which he entered, and his 
disciples. John xviii. 1, 2. 

287« What was the name of the garden?— 
Gethsemane. Mark xiv. 82. 

288. Which only of his disciples accompanied 
him to the scene of his agony? — Peter, and 
James, and John. Mark xiv. 33. 

289. In what other remarkable, but very 
different scene, were these three disciples present? 
— At his transfiguration. Mark zi. 2. 

290. What remarkable suitableness was there 
in our Lord's atoning sufferings beginning in a 
garden ? — Because sin, for which he was to atone 
by his sufferings, began in a garden. 

291. What circumstance is related, shewing 
forcibly the extreme agony of his mind on this 
occasion ? — His sweat was as it were great drops 
of blood falling down to the ground. Luke xxii. 
44. 

292. What prayer did he offer on this occasion ? 
— He prayed that, if it were possible, the hour 
might pass from him ; and he said, ** Abba, 
Father, all things are possible unto thee ; take 
away this cup from me : nevertheless, not what 
I will, but what thou wilt.'' Mark xiv. 85, 86. 

293. Why was it not possible that this cup 
should pass away firom him ? — Because almost all 
things are by the law purged with blood ; and 
** without shedding of blood is no remission." 
Heb. ix. 22.

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294. But does it not appear that it was in fact 
possible, had he wished it, rather than accomplish 
our redemption ? — It was possible ; but the 
grand object of his mission on earth would have 
been defeated, had he not suffered for the sins 
of mankind. He said to one of his disciples, 
" Thinkest thou that I cannot now pray to my 
Father, and he shall presently give me more than 
twelve legions of angels ; but how then shall the 
Scriptures be fulfilled, that thus it must be?" 
Matt. xxvi. 53, 54. 

295. But how came it to pass, that our Lord 
manifested so much agony in the prospect of his 
sufferings, when Stephen and other martyrs 
shewed so much firmness under theirs? — He 
suffered as a sinner, in the room of us sinners ; 
and therefore, for the time, was under the wrath 
of God ; but the martyrs suffered as saints, and 
were supported by Divine consolations. Read 
Isaiah liii* 6 ; also Mark xv. 34. 

296. But was not some support given to him ? 
— ^Yes ; there appeared an angel unto him firom 
heaven, strengthening him. Luke xzii. 43. 

297* What were his three disciples doing, 
while he was suffering this agony ? — They were 
asleep. Matt. xxvi. 40, 43. 

298. In the mean time, what preparations was 
Judas making to betray his Master? — Having 
received a band of men and officers, from the 
chief priests and Pharisees, Judas went to the 
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garden whither he knew Jesus ofltimes resorted, 
with lanterns, and torches, and weapons. John 
xviii. 2, 3. 

299. When they came to seize Jesus in the 
garden, did he attempt to escape ? — No. He 
asked them, " Whom seek ye ?" and when they 
answered, " Jesus of Nazareth,*' he said unto 
them, " I am he.*' John xviii. 4, 5. 

300. What instance of Divine power to awe 
them at his presence, is mentioned ? — " As soon 
then as he had said unto them, I am he, they 
went backward and fell to the ground." John 
xvui. 6. 

301. What passage in the Psalms alludes to 
this particular circumstance ? — " When the wicked, 
even mine enemies, and my foes, came upon me 
to eat up my flesh, they stumbled and fell." 
Psalm xxvii. 2. And, " Let them be ashamed 
and confounded together, that seek after my soul 
to destroy it ; let them be driven backward and 
put to shame, that wish me evil.** Psalm xl. 14. 

302. Did any of the disciples try to rescue 
their Master? — Yes ; Simon Peter. John xviii. lO. 

303. Had not our Lord said something which 
might lead Peter to suppose he was bound to do 
so? — ^Yes. He had said, *' He that hath no 
sword, let him sell his garment and buy one ; for 
I say unto you, that this that is written must yet 
be accomplished in me. And he was reckoned 
among the transgressors ; for the things concern- 
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ing me have an end. And they said, Lord, 
behold, here are two swords. And he said unto 
them, It is enough." Luke xxii. 36, 37, 38. 

304. What does St. Paul say, as to the weapons 
a Christian is to use in his warfare ? «— ■ The 
weapons of our war&re are not carnal, but mighty 
through God, to the pulling down of strong holds. 
2 Cor. X. 4. 

305. What miracle did our Lord work on this 
occasion ? — Peter, in his zeal for his Master, cut 
off Malchus's ear, and Jesus healed it by a touch • 
Luke xxii. 50, 51. 

306. When Christ was finally seized and led 
away, what became of his disciples? — They all 
forsook him and fled. Matt. xxvi. 56. 

807. How did their conduct agree with their 
previous promises ?— " Peter said unto him, 
though I should die with thee, yet will I not 
deny thee. Likewise also said all the disciples." 
Matt. xxvi. 35. 

808. Which of the disciples more particularly, 
vowed never to deny his Master ? — Peter. Luke 
xxii. 33. 

309. What reply did Christ make to his pro- 
fessions ? — I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall not 
crow this day, before that thou shalt thrice deny 
that thou knowest me. Luke xxii« 34. 

310. How did he afterwards remind Peter, 
when he had so denied him ? — ** The Lord 
' -"4 and looked upon Peter. And Peter re- 
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membered the word of the Lord, how he had 
said unto him, Before the cock crow, thou shalt 
deny me thrice." Luke xxii. 61. 

311. What effect had that reproving look upon 
Peter ? — " He went out, and wept bitterly." 
Luke xxii. 62. 

312. How was Peter, and how are all of us 
preserved, (if we are preserved) from falling 
away entirely? — By Christ's intercession for us. 
Luke xxii. 31, 32. 

313. In what way did our Lord afterwards 
reprove Peter, for thus denying him thrice? — 
By thrice putting the question, whether he loved 
him or not, to remind him of thrice denying him. 
John xxi. 15-17. 

314. Before whom was Christ first brought? 
— Annas. John xviii. 13. 

315. Who was this Annas? — Father-in-law to 
Caiaphas, which was the high priest that same 
year. John xviii. 13. 

316. What counsel did Caiaphas give the chief 
priests and Pharisees, respecting Christ? — That 
it was expedient that one man should die for the 
people. John xi. 47, 50. 

317* Was Caiaphas himself aware, in what 
sense what he said was true ? — He was not aware 
of it. He spoke with reference to worldly policy. 
John xi. 51, 52. 

318. When was Jesus taken before Pilate ? — 
In the morning. Matt, xxvii. 1,2. 
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819. What remarkable thing occurred to Pi- 
late, as he sat in judgment upon Jesus? — His 
wife sent to him, saying, '* Have thou nothing to 
do with that just man ; for I have sufiPered many 
things this day, in a dream, because of him.*' 
Matt, xxvii. 19. 

320. What judgment did Pilate himself pass 
on Jesus, after having examined him ?— ^He said 
he found no fault in him, touching those things 
whereof he was accused ; and he would therefore 
chastise him, and release him. Luke xxiii. 13-16. 

321. What was the conduct of the Jews, when 
they saw that Pilate would have released Jesus ? 
— "When they saw that Pilate was willing to 
release Jesus, they cried out. Crucify him, crucify 
him. And the voices of them and of the chief 
priests prevailed.'' Luke xxiii. 20-23. 

322. What custom did Pilate wish to avail 
himself of, in order to release Jesus. — That of 
releasing a prisoner at the feast of the Passover. 
Matt, xxvii. 15. 

323. Whom did the Jews prefer to have re- 
leased ? ^Barabbas. 

324. Of what crimes had fiarabbas been guilty? 
— Sedition and murder. Luke xxiii. 25. 

325. Before Pilate condemned Christ, what 
ceremony did he perform before the multitude ? 
— He took water, and washed his hands before 
the multitude, saying, I am innocent of the blood 
of this just person ; see ye to it. Matt, xxvii. 24. 
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326. What answer did the Jews make to this 
appeal ? — *' His blood be on us, and on our 
children/* Matt, xxvii. 25. 

327* What is said of Judas, when he saw that 
Jesus was condemned? — ** Then Judas, which 
had betrayed him, when he saw that he was 
condemned, repented himself, and brought again 
the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests and 
elders, saying, I have sinned, in that I have 
betrayed the innocent blood. And they said, 
what is that to us ; see thou to that. And he 
cast down the pieces of silver in the temple, and 
departed, and went and hanged himself." Matt 
xxvii. 3-5. 

328. What was done with the thirty pieces of 
silver which Judas brought back? — It was not 
lawful to put them in the treasury, being the 
price of blood ; and the potter's field was .bought 
with the money. Matt, xxvii. 6, 7* 

320. By what name was that field called in 
consequence ? — The field of blood. Matt, xxvii. 8. 

330. What prophecy was thus fulfilled ?— That 
which was spoken by Jeremy the prophet. Matt. 
xxvii. 9, 10, 

331. What different accounts are given of the 
death of Judas ? — St. Matthew tells us he hanged 
himself; and St. Luke tells us, in the Acts of 
the Apostles, he fell down and burst asunder in 
the midst, and all his bowels gushed out. Matt. 
xxvii. 5. and Aets i. 18. 
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332. How can these two different accounts 
be both true? — He hanged himself; but the 
cord breaking, he fell, and he burst asunder, and 
his bowels gushed out. 

333. At what feast was it that Christ was 
condemned ? — At the great feast of the Passover. 

334. Why was that feast peculiarly appropriate 
for this event ? — Because the lamb then slain 
was a type of the death of Christ. 

335. By what argument did the Jews prevail 
with Pilate to condemn Christ ? — By saying " If 
thou let this man go, thou art not Caesar's friend. 
Whosoever maketh himself a king, speaketh 
against Caesar.'* John xix. 12. 

336. To what death was Christ condemned ? — 
To be crucified. John xix. 1 6. 

337* Explain how he was fastened to the 
cross. — By nails passed through each of his 
hands, and through both his feet, placed one 
upon the other. 

338. What prophecy was thus fulfilled? — 
That of David : ** They pierced my hands and 
my feet." Psalm xxii. 16. 

339. To what other cruelties and indignities 
was Christ exposed? — They spit in his face, and 
buffeted him ; and others smote him with the 
palms of their hands. Matt. xxvi. 67* 

340. What prophecy was thus fulfilled ?— That 
of Isaiah, " I gave my back to the smiters, and 
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my cheeks to them that plucked off the hair ; I 
hid not my face from shame and spitting." Isaiah 
1.6. 

341. In what company was he crucified? — 
Between two thieves. Matt, xxvii. 38. 

842. What prophecy was thus fulfilled?— 
That of Isaiah, (1. 9.) " He made his grave with 
the wicked ;" and verse 12. '* He was numbered 
with the transgressors." 

343. What external marks of mockery did the 
Roman soldiers put upon Christ ? — The soldiers 
of the governor took Jesus into the common hall, 
and gathered unto him the whole band of soldiers. 
And they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet 
robe. And when they had platted a crown of 
thorns, they put it upon his head, and a reed in 
his right hand ; and they bowed the knee before 
him, and mocked him, saying. Hail, king of the 
Jews! And they spit upon him, and took the 
reed, and smote him on the head. Matt, xxvii. 
27-30. 

344. What prophecy was thus fulfilled ?— That 
of Isaiah : " He is despised and rejected of men ; 
a man of sorrows, and acquainted with grief; 
and we hid as it were our faces from him ; he 
was despised, and we esteemed him not." Isaiah 
liii. 3. 

345. What raiment had he on when crucified ? 
— His own. Matt, xxvii. 31. 

346. Does it appear that Christ made any 
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resistance or remonstrance agaimt Hiese cruelties? 
— None. 

347. On the contrary, what prayer is he said 
to have offered for his persecutors ? — ** Father, 
forgive them ; for they know not what they do." 
Luke xxiii. 34. 

348. What prophecy foretold the meek silence 
with which he suffered ?— That of Isaiah : " He 
was oppressed and he was afflicted ; yet he 
opened not his mouth. He is brought as a lamb 
to the slaughter, and as a sheep before her 
shearers is dumb, so he opened not his mouth." 
Isaiah liii. 7. 

349. What was done with Christ's raiment, 
after his crucifixion ? — " The soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his garments, and made 
four parts, to every soldier a part ; and also his 
coat: now the coat waa without seam, woven 
from the top throughout. They said therefore 
among themselves. Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be." John xix. 2&, 24. 

350. What prq>heoy was thus fiiffilled? — 
** They parted my garments among them, and 
cast lots upon: my vesture." Psalm xzii. 18. 

351. On what mount was Christ crucified? 
— ^Mount Calvary. Luke xxiii. 33. 

352. What was the ancient name of it?— 
Mount Moriah. 

353. What remarkable event took place there 
in ancient days? — Abraham was in the act of 
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offering up his son Isaac there, when the voice 
of the angel from heaven stayed his hand. Gen. 
xxii. 2, 

354. What peculiar propriety was there then 
in our Lord's suffering on this mount? — Isaac 
was a type of Christ. 

855. Was this place within or without the 
city ? — It was nigh to the city. John xix. 20. 

356. What remark does St. Paul make on 
this particular circumstance ? — As the hodies of 
the beasts offered in sacrifice, were burnt without 
the camp, so Jesus suffered without the gate. 
Heb. xiii. 11, 12. 

857. Who carried the cross on which Christ 
suffered? — He did himself. John xix. 17. 

858. Does it appear that he carried it the 
whole way? — No; St. Matthew tells us, they 
compelled one Simon of Gyrene to bear it. Matt, 
xxvii. 82. 

359. What persons in particular are noticed, 
as standing by the cross of Jesus ? — His mother, 
and his mother's sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene, and the disciple whom he 
loved. John xix. 25, 26, 27. 

360. Where was it predicted that the Virgin 
should live to see Christ suffer? — Luke ii. 85. 
Yea, a sword shall pierce through thy own soul 
also. 

861. At what hour was Christ nailed to the 
cross ? — The third hour. Mark xv. 25. 
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362. At what hour does it appear that he 
died ? — About the ninth hour. Matt, xxvii. 46 
and 50. 

363. How long then did he linger in agony 
on the cross ? — Six hours ; viz. from nine in the 
morning till three in the afternoon. 

364. What remarkable things occurred at the 
sixth hour, that is, at mid-day? — There was a 
darkness over all the land of Judea, until the 
ninth hour. And the sun was darkened, and 
the veil of the temple was rent in the midst. 
Luke xxiii. 44, 45. 

365. To what remarkable event in ancient 
times was this darkness a contrast? — To the 
darkness which overspread Egypt, whilst there 
was light in all the dwellings of Israel. Exodus 
X. 22, 23. 

366. Of what was the rending of the veil of 
the temple typical ? — Of doing away all distinc- 
tions between Jew and Gentile. See Ephes. ii. 14. 

367- What did they offer Christ to drink, 
before his crucifixion? — ^Vinegar, mingled with 
gall. Matt, xxvii. 34. 

368. What prophecy was thus fulfilled? — 
*^ They gave me also gall for my meat ; and in 
my thirst, they gave me vinegar to drink." Psalm 
Ixix. 21. 

369. During his crucifixion, what drink was 
also offered him, and why ? — ^Vinegar ; that the 

'r)ture might be fulfilled. John xix. 28, 29. 
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370. What scripture was thus fulfilled ?— " My 
Btren^h is dried up like a potsherd ; and my 
tongue cleaveth to my jaws ; and thou hast 
brought me into the dust of death." Psa. xxii. 15. 

371* What lamentable cry did he utter, imme- 
diately before the end of his sufferings ? — " My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me ?'* 
Mark xv. 34. 

372. Where else in Scripture are these very 
words to be found? — In Psalm xxii. 1. 

373. What appear to have been the last words 
he uttered? — " Father, into thy hands I commend 
my spirit." Luke xxiii. 46 ; and St. John adds, 
'* It is finished." John xix. 30. 

374. What wonderful events took place im- 
mediately on his death ? — " The veil of the temple 
was rent in twain, from the top to the bottom ; 
and the earth did quake, and the rocks rent ; and 
the graves were opened ; and many bodies of the 
saints which slept, arose, and came out of the 
graves after his resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many." Matt, xxvii. 
51, 52, 53. 

375. What impression seems to have been 
produced on the centurion and the soldiers who 
watched over the execution ? — " They feared 
greatly, saying, Truly this was the Son of God." 
Matt, xxvii. 54. 

376. What was the conduct of the two thieves 
tkat were crucified with Christ ? — One railed on 

f3 
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Christ, the other rebuked him for so doing, and 
acknowledged that their condemnation was just^ 
bat that Christ suffered unjustij. Luke xxiii. 
39, 40, 41. 

377* How does it appear that one of these 
malefactors was a penitent, and was saved ?— He 
asked Jesus to remember him in his kingdom ; 
and the promise was given, " This day shalt thou 
be with me in paradise." Luke xxiii. 42, 43. 

878. Were the malefactors dead as soon as 
Christ was ? — It appears not. 

379. What was done to them, in order to 
hasten their death ? — The soldiers brake their 
legs. John xix. 32. 

380. Was the same thing done to Christ? 
— No. Because when they came to him, He was 
dead already. John xix. 33. 

381. What prophecy was thus fulfilled ?— That 
of David. " He keepeth all his bones : not one 
of them is broken." Psalm xxxiv. 20. Also that 
of Moses, (speaking of the paschal lamb, which 
was a type of Christ) ** neither shall ye break a 
bone thereof." Exodus xii. 46. 

382. But what did one of the soldiers do to the 
dead body of Jesus ? — With a spear he pierced 
his side. John xix. 34. 

383. What issued out there from his body ?— 
Blood and water. John xix. 34. 

384. What allusion is there to this in the Epis- 
'* This is he that came by water and blood. 
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even JesuB Christ ; not by water onlj, but by 
water and blood." 1 John ▼. 6." 

885. What did the water and blood denote ? — 
The blood denoted the atonement he had made 
for sin : and the water denoted our being purified 
and cleansed from its pollution. 

386. What two rich men were concerned in 
burying Christ ? — ^Joseph of Arimathea and Nico- 
demus. John xix. 88, 39. 

887. What prophecy was thus fulfilled?— That 
of Isaiah, " He made his grave with the wicked, 
and with the rich in his death." Isaiah liii. 9. 

388. What is told us of the place and the tomb 
in which Jesus was laid? — *' In the place where 
he was crucified there was a garden ; and in the 
garden a new sepulchre, wherein was man never 
yet laid. There laid they Jesus therefore, be- 
cause of the Jews' preparation day ; for the sepul- 
chre was nigh at hand." John xix. 41, 42. 

389. Had the Jews any idea that Jesus was 
expected to rise again ? — They knew that it was 
expected ; but they themselves did not believe 
that he would. Matt, xxvii. 62, 63. 

390. What precautions did they take to prevent 
the possibility of any imposture? — They made 
the sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and setting 
a watch. Matt, xxvii. 64, 65, 66, 

391. Notwithstanding, on what day did Jesus 
rise again ? — On the third day. 

392. Relate the circumstances of the resurroc-

tion. — " There was a great earthquake ; and the 
angel of the Lord descended from heaven, and 
came and rolled back the stone from the door of the 
sepulchre, and sat upon it : his countenance was 
like lightning, and his raiment white as snow ; and 
for fear of him the keepers did shake, and became 
as dead men." Matt, xxviil. 1-4. 

393. What story did the Roman guard tell 
respecting the resurrection ? — They said, that 
Jesus' disciples came by night, and stole the body 
of their Master while they slept. Matt, xxviii. 13. 

394. What induced them to tell this false story? 
— ^The soldiers went first to teU the chief priests 
of the resurrection of Jesus ; and the priests and 
elders bribed them with large sums of money to 
tell a story of their invention to the people. Matt* 
xxviii. 11-15. 

395. What is the name of the festival on which 
we celebrate the event of the resurrection? — 
Easter. 

396. Does any mention of this festival occur in 
Scripture ? — Yes ; we are told that Herod the 
king after having killed James, caused Peter to be 
taken and put in prison, with the intention "after 
Easter to bring him forth to the people." Acts 
xii. 4. 

397. Which of the disciples first visited the 
tomb ? — ^Mary, the wife of Cleophas, and sister to 
the Virgin Mary, and Mary Magdalene. Matt. 
xxviii. 1* 
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898. On what errand did they go to the tomb? 
— They went with the pious intention of anointing 
the body of Jesus with sweet spices. Markxvi. 1 , 2. 

399. What did they find there ?— They found 
that the stone had been rolled away from the 
mouth of the sepulchre, and within the tomb they 
beheld an angel in white raiment. Mark xvi. 4, 5. 

400. What did the angel tell them?— That 
Jesus that was crucified was risen from the dead, 
and he charged them to tell the other disciples. 
Mark xvi. 6. 

401. Did Jesus himself appear to these women ? 
— Yes, he met them as they were going to tell the 
other disciples, and saluted them, saying, All 
hail ! Matt, xxviii. 9. 

402. On what other occasion did Jesus appear 
to two of the disciples as they were journeying ? — 
That same day he met two of them who were 
going from Jerusalem to a village about threescore 
furlongs ofi*, called Emmaus. Luke xxiv. 13. 

408. Relate the circumstances and the con- 
versation that took place. — The disciples talked 
together and reasoned about the recent events 
which had happened in Jerusalem, when Jesus 
joined them, and enquired into the subject of 
their conversation. Cleopas, one of the disciples, 
answered by relating the circumstances of the 
crucifixion and the resurrection of Jesus ; after 
which Jesus expounded to them all the Scriptures 
relating to the Messiah. Luke xxiv. 13-27.

418. What great event was the sahbath first 
instituted to commemorate ? — Grod's rest from his 
work of creation. Gen. ii. 3. 

419. What is the first word of the fourth 
commandment ? — Remember. 

420. What does that word show us, as to the 
antiquity of the sabbath ? — ^That it was an ancient 
ordinance, given long before the time of Moses, 
but then renewed to the Jews. 

421. What great event does the Christian 
sabbath chiefly commemorate ? — ^The resurrection 
of Christ, which was his rest from the work of 
our redemption. 

422. Is there any express conunand, authoriz- 
ing the change of the day of the Christian sabbath 
from the day of the Jewish ? — ^None. 

423. How and why then was the change 
made ? — It was introduced gradually ^ on the 
authority of the example of the Apo8tles« 

424. Name any instances of the disciples as- 
sembling for worship especially on the first day 
of the week. — On the day of the resurrection 
they were assembled at eventide, with the doors 
shut, for fear of the Jews ; and eight days after, 
we read of the same occurrence, John xx. 19 & 26. 

425. How does it appear, that our Lord him- 
self sanctioned this practice? — He appeared in 
the midst of them on each occasion, blessed them, 
and breathed on them, and said, '* Receive ye 

Moly Ghost." John xx. 19-26. 
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426. What grand event after the resurrection 
occurred on the first day of the week? — The 
descent of the Holy Ghost on the day of Pente- 
cost. Acts ii. 1-4. 

427* How does it appear that preaching and 
receiving the sacrament was usual with the first 
Christians on the first day of the week ? — ^We are 
told that Paul preached to the disciples when they 
came together on the first day of the week to 
hreak hread. Acts xx. ?. 

428. What precept in favour of the poor does 
St. Paul enjoin for the first day of the week ? — 
Let each one on that day lay by a portion in store, 
according as God hath prospered him. 1 Cor. 
xvi. 1, 2. 

429. By what name does the Book of the 
Revelation of St. John distinguish the first day of 
the week ? — ^The Lord's day. Rev. i. 10. 

430. Is there any passage plainly shewing that 
Christians are not bound to observe the Jewish 
sabbaths ? — ^Yes : St. Paul says, " Let no man 
judge you in meat or in drink, or in respect of an 
holyday, or of the new mooo, or of the sabbath- 
dajTS, which are a shadow of tilings to come ; but 
the body is of Christ." Col. ii. 16, 17. 

431. Was our Lord the first man that ever rose 
from the dead ? — No : Lazarus before him, and 
several others mentioned in the Old Testament. 

432. Why does Paul then call our Lord *< the 
first fruits of them that slept?" 1 Cor. xv. 20. 
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— laxanaa and otiien died agjin, but Christ died 
no more. St. Panl teDs ns, tfa^ " Christ being 
raised fimn the dead dietfa no more ; death hath 
no more dominion over him." Bom. tL 9. 

43d. From what place on earth did oar Lord 
ascend to hearen? — ^From Bethany. Lnke xziy. 
50,51. 

434. What sacrament did he institate imme- 
diatelj before his ascension? — Baptism. Matt 
xxviii. 19. 

435. Which of the two sacraments then was 
first institated ? — The Lord's Sapper. Matt. xxvi. 
26,27. 

486. What form did he appoint to be used in 
baptism ? — " Baptize all nations in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost." Matt, xxviii. 19. 

437. What rite in the Jewish church does Bap- 
tism correspond to ? — Circumcision. 

438. What does St. Paul call it in consequence? 
— ^' The circumcision made without hands : the 
circumcision of Christ." Colos. ii. 11. 

439. When did God institute circumcision? — 
After he called Abraham out of Canaan he entered 
into a covenant with him, of which circumcision 
was the seal. Gen. xvii. 10. 

440. At what age was it administered ? — ^At 
eight days old. Gen. xvii. 12. 

'^41. Ware children then admitted into covenant 
^>d ?— Yes. Gen. xvii. 10. 
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442. How does it appear that circumcUion is 
not necessary now ? — ^A sect of the Pharisees rose 
up ill the earliest age of the Christian church, and 
maintained that circumcision was needful: the 
apostles and elders met together to consider the 
matter, and their decision was that Baptism had 
superseded the Mosaic rite. Acts xv. 5, 24-29. 

443. When Christ ascended was it with a reai 
human body ? — It was. 

444. What proof had he given of having a real 
human body ? — He ate broiled fish and a piece of 
a honeycomb in the presence of his disciples after 
his resurrection. Luke xxiv. 42, 43. 

446. What proof had he given of its being the 
very same body which was crucified ? — He had 
exhibited to Thomas the marks of the nails in his 
hands and the hole in his side which the spear 
had pierced. John xx. 27. 

446. Were there any eye witnesses of his 
ascension ? — ^Yes : Jesus was with the assembled 
disciples when he was taken up into heaven and 
a cloud received him out of their sight. Acts i. 
6-9. 

447. What are we told respecting his coming 
again in the same human body? — Two angels 
appeared to the disciples after the ascension of 
our Lord and told them, ** this same Jesus which 
is taken up from you into heaven shi^l so come in 
like manner as ye have seen him go into heaven." 
Actsi. 10. 11. 
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448. What will be the pnrpcMe of his second 
coining? — To judge the world. 

449. What description is given of his second 
coming ? — ** The Lord Jesus shall be revealed 
from heaven with his mighty angels, in flaming 
fire, to take vengeance on tiiem that know not 
God, and that he may be glorified in his saints." 
2 Thess. i. 7-10. 

450. Who was elected apostle in place of the 
traitor Judas ? — Matthias. Acts i. 26. 

451. How was the election conducted? — ^Two 
men were chosen who had been constant disciples 
of our Lord from the baptism of John to his as- 
cension ; and they drew lots after prayer to God 
for his guidance. Acts i. 23-26. 

452. By whom were the Acts of the Apostles 
written? — By St. Luke. 

453. Which of the apostles makes the greatest 
figure in the Acts of the Apostles ? — The apostle 
Paul. 

454. What is the first grand event recorded 
after the ascension ? — The out-pouring of the Holy 
Ghost. Acts ii. 1-4. 

455. On what Jewish festival did this event take 
place ? — On the day of Pentecost. Acts ii. 1. 

456. What do we call the festival on which we 
celebrate it ? — ^Whit-Sunday. 

457. Under what name was the Holy Ghost 
promised by our Lord to his disciples? — ^The 
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Comforter: the Spirit of truth. John xv. 2^. 

458. Under what visible form did the Holy 
Ghost appear on this occasion ? — That of cloven 
tongues as of fire. Acts ii. 3. 

459. Why under that particular form? — In 
token of the gift then bestowed, namely, the gift 
of tongues. 

460. Did the Holy Ghost ever appear under 
any other form ? — ^Yes : that of a dove at Christ's 
baptism by John in Jordan. Matt. iii. 16. 

461. Why under that form on that particular 
occasion? — Emblematical of the mind that was in 
Christ, which resembled the gentle dove. 

462. What were the immediate effects of the 
descent of the Holy Ghost upon the apostles ? — 
'* They were filled with the Holy Ghost, and be- 
gan to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave 
them utterance. Acts ii. 4. 

463. What great object was this gift of tongues 
intended to answer ? — To enable the apostles to 
preach the gospel to all nations. 

464. Did this event happen at any public time 
at Jerusalem ? — Yes : there were dwelling at Je- 
rusalem Jews, devout men out of every nation 
under heaven. 

465. What had brought this numerous assem- 
bly together ? — The celebration of the great festi- 
val called Pentecost. 

466. Did the apostles then take this opportu- 
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kmawm to tfeai die gospA. Acfs o. 7, 8. 

4^. Wkit apcKde /rtf fwegaJi ei l Id tbe 
t>M fasjtJtMtde* after tlie dcaDcor of 
OinMl ?— Peter* Ada n. 14^ 

4^. Wliat soccaB bad Ini picadiii^?— "Thc^ 
I^Mlj reeeired bis word, and were faa^liaed: and 
tbe fame d^ tbere woe added mto tbe Qnircb 
iiiMmt ihxee Ihontand flook." Acta iL 41. 

470^ Were aoj of Ibe JewUi piieslB co nverted ? 
^h great companjof tbe priests were obedient 
to the fkitb.'' AcU vi. 7. 

471« What effiM^t bad this success of tbe apos- 
tle* fm the mind of tbe chief priests and otbeis ? 
— '* 'l*hcy were grieved that they taught the peo- 
«nd preached through Jesus the resuirection 
thsdeod/' Actsiv. 1, 2. 
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472. What stops did they take against the 
apostles ? — " They laid hands on them, and put 
them in hold unto the next day : for it was now 
eventide." Acts iv. 8. 

473* Did they succeed in silencing the apostles? 
— No : Peter and John answered and said unto 
them, Whether it he right in the sight of God to 
hearken unto you more than unto Qod, judge ye. 
For we cannot but speak the things which we 
have seen and heard. Acts iv. 18-20. 

474. Why did they not proceed to punish them, 
and so silence them by force ? — Because of the 
people : for all men glorified God for that which 
was done. Acts iv. 21. 

475. Was the power of working miracles con- 
tinued along with the gift of tongues ?*— Yes : it 
was continued ; for many wonders and signs were 
done by the apostles. Acts ii. 43. 

476. What is the first miracle recorded after the 
descent of the Holy Ghost ?— 'The healing of a 
lame man at the gate of the temple, which is 
called Beautiful, by Peter and John. Actsiii. 1-9. 

477* What especially marks the difference be- 
tween the power of Christ and the apostles in 
working miracles ?-*Christ wrought them by a 
word of himself: the apostles wrought their mira- 
cles in the name of Christ. Read Acts iii. 6, 12. 

478. How did the primitive Christians shew 
their mutual love and disregard of worldly things? 
— They had all things in common, and sold their

possessions and goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need. Acts iL 44, 45« 

479. Was this a daty absolutely commanded, 
or was it voluntary? — It appears plain from Peter's 
words to Ananias that it was voluntary. Acts v. 4. 

480. Why then was Ananias punished with 
death? — For lying: he pretended to give the 
whole of his property to the common stock, like 
the rest, but he kept back a part. 

481. What induced these primitive Christians 
thus to have all things in common ?-*^The pecu- 
liarity of the times they lived in, when they were 
80 persecuted that neither life nor property was 
safe for a moment. 

482. How does it appear that this system of 
having all things in common did not continue ? — 
There could have been no need of collections, 
had all things been in common* 1 Cor. xvi. 1, 2. 

483. How does it appear from the Scripture, 
that God never intended mankind to have all 
things in common ? — The Lord God told Moses 
that " the poor should never cease out of the 
land ;" and commanded him, therefore to open 
his hand wide to the poor and needy. And Jesus 
said to his disci{^s *' The poor ye have always 
with you.'* Deut xv. 11* and Matt. zxvi. 11. 

484. What rule does the scripture lay down as 
the duty of the rich towards the poor ? — St. Paul 
orders Timothy to " charge the rich in this world 
not to be high-minded, nor trust in uncertain 
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riches, but in the living God : to do good, to be 
ready to distribute, willing to communicate," 
arc. 1 Tim. vi. 17, 18, 19. 

485. What punishment was inflicted on An- 
anias and Sapphira for trying to deceive in this 
respect by telling lies ? — ^They were both struck 
deiid. Acts. v. 5 and 10. 

486. What does scripture say shall be the fate 
of all liars in the next world? — ^' All liars shall 
have their part in the lake which bumeth with 
fire and brimstone : which is the second death.'* 
Rev. zxi. 8. 

487. Who was the first martyr ? — Stephen. 

488. What office did he bear in the Church ? 
— ^The office of a deacon. 

489. What number of deacons were there ? — 
Seven. See Acts ii. 3. 

490. How came deacons to be appointed? — 
In order to relieve the apostles of some part of 
their labours, which were too great for them 
when the number of disciples increased. 

491. Does it appear that any of these deacons 
had like power with the apostles of working 
miracles? — Yes; Stephen, full of faith and 
power, did great wonders and miracles among 
the people. Acts vi. 8. 

492. What appears to have been the chief 
duty of the deacons? — ^The care of the poor. 
See Acts vi. 1-3. ; and they appear also to have 
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had power to baptize and to preach. See Philip's 
conduct. Acts ix. 38, 40. 

493. Were these deacons, then, ordained to 
their ministry ? — ^They were. See Acts vi. 6. 

494. Is there any text to prove that no man 
ought to take upon himself the office of the 
ministry without ordination? — ^Yes ; St. Paul 
says, ** No man taketh this honour unto himself, 
but he that is called of God, as was Aaron." 
Heb. y. 4. And Rom. x. 15. " How shall they 
preach, except they be sent ? " 

495. How does it appear that ordifiation and 
especial appointment was the practice of the 
Church in the days of the apostles? — St. Paul 
tells Timothy, " Lay hands suddenly on no man ;" 
and again ; " The things that thou hast heard of 
me among many witnesses, the same commit 
thou to faithful* men, who shall be able to teach 
others also." 1 Tim. v. 22, and 2 Tim. ii. 2. 

496. Is there any instance of any unordained 
person taking upon himself the office of the min- 
istry, mentioned in Scripture ? — ^Not one. 

497. What was thought necessary to be done, 
even in the case of the deaeons, before they 
entered upon their office? — The apostles, when 
they had prayed, laid their hands on them. 
Acts vi. 6. 

498. Is the practice of women preaching, al- 
lowed by Scripture ? — No ; St. Paul forbids it. 
1 Cor. xiv. 34, 85. 
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499. Are paid ministers deserving of blame* 
according to the Qospel, for being paid? — No* 
** The Lord ordained, that they which preach the 
Gospel should live of the Gospel.*' 1 Cor. ix. 14. 

500. Did our Lord himself approve of his 
disciples being maintained, in return for their 
labours? — Our Lord said, " Provide neither gold, 
nor silver, nor brass in your purses, nor scrip for 
your journey, neither two coats, neither shoes, 
nor yet staves : for the workman ils worthy of his 
meat.*' Matt. x. 9, 10. 

501. Does it appear then to have been a mere 
matter of choice, or a positive duty for Christian 
congregations to support their ministers? — A 
positive duty. 1 Cor. ix. 11 — 14. 

502. On what remarkable occasion is St. Paul 
first mentioned in Scripture ? — ^At the stoning of 
Stephen. Acts vii. 5d, and viii. 1 . 

503* What was his original name ? — Saul. 

504. On what occasion, probably, was his name 
changed ? — ^The change of his name is first noticed 
at the time of the conversion of Sergius Paulus, 
his first Roman convert ; and probably he took 
his new name In compliment to him. Read Acts 
xiii. 7,9,12. 

505. How was Stephen martyred? — He was 
stoned to death. Acts vii. 59. 

506. Does the persecution of the first Chris- 
tians appear io have been unintermitting ?-^No. 
The churches for a time had rest throughout all 
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Jadea, and GralOee, and Samaria, and were edified. 
Acts ix. dl. 

507. Who renewed the persecution ? — Herod. 
Acts xii. 1. 

508. Who was the first yictim of Herod's 
persecution? — ^James the brother of John. Acts 
xii. 2. 

509. What other Apostle did he seize upon ? — 
Peter. Acts xii. 3. 

510. In what extraordinary way was Peter 
delivered out of Herod's hands ? — When he was 
in prison an angel appeared to him, smote him on 
his side, and caused his chains to fidl off from his 
hands, and so took him out of prison. Read Acts 
xii. 5-10. 

511. What dreadful end did this Herod come 
to ? — He was eaten of worms. Acts xii. 23. 

512. On what occasion was this dreadful judg- 
ment inflicted upon Herod? — On a set day be 
sat upon his throne, arrayed in royal apparel, 
and made an oration to die people ; on which 
they gave a shout, saying, '' It b the voice of a 
god, and not of a man ; and the angel of the 
Lord smote him, because he did not give Grod 
the glory." Acts xii. 21-23. 

513. Who was the first gentile convert to 
Christianity ? — Cornelius. 

514. What is said of his moral character before 
conversion? — He was a devout man, and one 
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that feared God with all his house, which gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed to God 
alwaj. Acts x. 2. 

515. What need was there for such a good man 
to be converted ? — Because without &ith in Christ, 
and dependence on his merits, and imputation of 
his righteousness, it is impossible to please God. 
See John xiv. 16 : Heb. xi. 6: Rom. iii. 20-22. 

516. What eloquent preacher do we read of, 
fervent and zealous in his way, who had need, 
like Cornelius, to be enlightened in his views ? — 
Apollos. Acts xviii. 24-26. 

517* What important lesson do we learn from 
the cases of Cornelius and Apollos ? — That what 
a man believes is as important as what he does. 
No man's state is safe who is not an enlightened 
Christian. 

518. What remarkable circumstance led to the 
conversion of Cornelius ? — The appearance to him 
of an angel of God in a vision. Acts x. 3, 4. 

519. What did the angel direct Cornelius to 
do ? — To send men to Joppa to Simon Peter, who 
would tell him what he ought to do. Acts x. 5, 6. 

520. Would it be likely that Peter would attend 
upon Cornelius ? — It would not. Acts x. part of 
28. 

521. In what remarkable way was Peter's mind 
prepared to comply with the request of Cornelius ? 
— He had a vision, in which he saw a sheet let 
down from heaven containing all manner of beasts, 
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clean and unclean, and a yoice told him to kill and 
eat : he said, he had never eaten any thing com- 
mon or unclean. Then the voice told him, not to 
call that common which God had cleansed. This 
was done three times, and then the sheet was 
taken up again. Acts x. 9-16. 

622. Did Peter understand the drift of this 
vision immediately ? — No : while he doubted what 
the vision meant, the men sent by Cornelius in- 
quired for Peter, and stood before the gate. Acts 
X. 17. 

523. How was Peter further instructed to at- 
tend upon Cornelius ? — The Spirit told him to go 
with the men, nothing doubting. Acts x. 19, 20. 

524. What reception did Cornelius give Peter? 
— He fell down at his feet, and worshipped him. 
Acts X. 25. 

525. What did Peter say in consequence? — 
'^ Stand up ; I myself also am a man.*' Acts x. 26. 

526. In what terms did Peter declare to Cor- 
nelius and his company that all his prejudices 
against the Gentiles were at an end ? — He said, 
" Of a truth I perceive that God is no respecter 
of persons ; but in every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness, is accepted with 
him." Acts x. 34, 35. 

527* During Peter's preaching to Cornelius 
what extraordinary event happened ? — The Holy 
Ghost fell on all them which heard the word. 
Acts X. 44. 
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528. Did not the giflt of the Holy Ghost then 
make Baptism unnecessary ? — No : Peter then 
commanded them to be baptized in the name of 
the Lord. Acts x. 47» 48. 

529. Was this gift of an ordinary, or an extra- 
ordinary kind ? — Extraordinary, like that to the 
apostles and others on the day of Pentecost. Acts 
X. 46. 

530. Did this gift accompany, or follow, or go 
before their baptism ? — It went before. See Acts 
X. 47. 

531. What authority have we for maintaining 
that baptism is indispensably necessary in all 
cases ? — The practice of the first Christians. See 
Acts ii. 38-41. 

532. What instance have we of the Holy Ghost 
being given after baptism ? — The case of the dis- 
ciples at Ephesus who were baptized in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, then Paul laid his hands on 
them, and the Holy Ghost came upon them. Acts 
xix. 1-6. 

533. What proof have we that the gift of the 
Holy Ghost is necessary for every Christian ? — 
St. Paul tells us ** that no man can say that Jesus 
is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost ;" and " if 
any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is none 
of his." 1 Cor. xii. 3, and Rom. viii. 9. 

534. Do we mean by this, the gift of tongues 
and the power of working miracles ? — No : Be- 
cause those gifts are not wanted now. 
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535. In what way only is the Holy Ghost to 
be expected to operate now-a-dajrs ? — In renew- 
ing and sanctifying our hearts, and producing 
good works. Eph. ii. 10, and Cral. v. 22, 25. 

536. Did Peter escape without blame for visit- 
ing and baptizing Cornelius ? — No. Acts xi. 1-3. 

537. When Peter had made his defence, were 
the Apostles and brethren satisfied ? — ^Yes : They 
held their peace and glorified God for giving re- 
pentance to the Gentiles. Acts xi. 18. 

538. But did not this admission of the Gentiles 
into the Church raise a controversy ? — ^Yes : Cer- 
tain men from Judea required them to be circum- 
cised. Acts XV. 1. 

539. What steps were taken in order to end 
this controversy ? — The Apostles and Elders met 
to consider the matter. Acts xv. 6. 

540. Who was it that pronounced the decision 
of the Apostles ? — James. See Acts xv. 19. 

541 . What was their decision ? — That circum- 
cision was not necessary. See Acts xv. 24, &c. 

542. What countryman was St. Paul ? — ^A Jew 
of Tarsus, a city in Cilicia. Acts xxi. 39. 

543. To what sect among the Jews did Paul 
belong ? — To the Pharisees. Acts xxvi. 5. 

544. By whom was St. Paul brought up and 
educated ? — Gamaliel. Acts xxii. 3. 

545. What trade was he brought up to ? — ;A 
tentmaker. Acts xviii. 1-3. 
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546. What was Paul about when he was con- 
verted ?-^He was going to Damascus for the pur- 
pose of persecuting the Christians there. Acts ix. 
1-3. 

547* Relate the circumstances of his conversion. 
When he came near to Damascus he suddenly 
saw a great light from heaven, and heard a voice 
saying Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? 
And he said, who art thou Lord ? and the Lord 
said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest. And 
he trembling and astonished said, Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do ? and the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told 
thee what thou must do. And Saul arose from 
the earth ; and when his eyes were opened, he saw 
no man : but they led him by the hand, and 
brought him into Damascus. And he was three 
days without sight, and neither did eat nor drink.

548. Who was sent to Paul after this ? — 
Ananias. Acts ix. 10. 

549. What reason did the Lord give for send- 
ing Ananias to Paul in his distress ? — ^Behold, he 
prayeth. Acts ix. 11. 

550. Was Ananias quite willing at first to go ? 
— No : he had heard of the evil Saul had done to 
the saints at Jerusalem ; and also that he had 
authority to bind all that called on the name of 
the Lord. Acts ix. 13. 14. 

551. What did the Lord say to Ananias in

5/!f 6« Who were PaaFs chief companions in his 
travels to preach among the CrentQes? — ^Lnke 
Hllas, Barnabas, and Mark. 

667 » What miracle did Paul work at Ljstra ? 
«^-The impotent man, heard Paul speak; who, 
perceiying be had faith to be healed, told him to 
•tand upright, and he leaped and walked. Acts 
xiv. 8, 9, 10. 

5/S8. What eflcct had this miracle on the minds 
i\w people of Lystra ? — They said The gods 
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have come down to us in the likeness of men ; 
and they brought oxen and garlands unto the 
gates, and would have done sacrifice with the 
people. Acts xiv. 11-13. 

559. Who was Paul's companion on this occa^ 
sion ? — Barnabas. 

560. Did Paul and Barnabas let the people 
remain under their mistake ? — No : when they 
heard of it, they rent their clothes, and told the 
people they were men of like passions with them- 
selves, who preached unto them that they might 
turn from such vanities unto the living God. Acts 
xiv. 14, 15. 

561. How did the people of Lystra treat Paul 
at last ? — Certain Jews from Antioch and Iconium 
persuaded the people, and having stoned Paul, 
drew him out of the city, supposing he had been 
dead. Acts xiv. 19. 

562. What character does Paul give of the 
people of Athens ? — He said they spent their time 
In nothing else, but either to tell, or to hear some 
new thing* Acts xvii* 21. 

563. What altar does he notice there ? — One 
with this inscription *' To the unknown God." 
Acts xvii. 23. 

564. From the sight of this altar what does he 
take occasion to do ? — He declares unto them the 
God whom they ignorantly worshipped. Acts 
xvii. 23. 
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565. What effect had hia preaching oi Jesus 
and the resnrrection at Athens I — Some w^rVf^ : 
others said. We will hear thee again of this matter. 
Acts r?ii. 32. 

566. Did Paol make any conyerta at Athens ? 
—Certain men clare unto him, and belieyed: 
among whom was Dionjaios the Areopagite, and 
a woman named Damaris, and others with them. 
Acts xvii. 34. 

567. What happened at Ephesns when Panl 
preached the Gospel there ? — ^The whole dty was 
^lled with confusion. Acts xix. 29. 

568. Who was the ringleader of this tmnult ? — 
Demetrias. Acts xix. 24. 

560. Were Demetrius's motiyes conscientioas 
or self-interested ? — Self-interested ; he feared he 
should lose the trade of making idols. Acts xix. 25. 

570. What happened while Paul was preaching 
at Troas which caused him to work a miracle ? — 
A young man who sat in a window fell into a 
deep sleep ; and so fell down from the third loft» 
and was taken up dead. Paul went down, and 
fell upon him, and embracing him said, Trouble 
not yourselves, for his life is in him ; and they 
brought the young man alive, and were not a 
little comforted. Acts xx. 6-12. 

571' What plot was formed against Paul at 
-lem ? — Certain Jews bound themselves un- 
*8e that they would neither eat nor drink 
'lad killed Paul. Acts xxiii. 12, 13. 
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672. Who discovered the plot to Paul? — Paurs 
sister's son went into the castle and told Paul. 
Acts xxiii. 16. 

573* What precautions did the chief captain take 
in order to defeat this plot? — He ordered two 
centurions to make ready two hundred sol- 
diers to go to Csesarea, and threescore and ten 
horsemen, and two hundred spearmen, at the third 
hour of the night ; and provide them beasts to set 
Paul on, and bring him safe to Felix the gover- 
nor. Acts xxiii. 23, 24. 

574. What was this chief captain's name ? — 
Claudius Lysias. Acts xxiii. 26. 

575. To whose care did he send Paul ? — To 
Felix. Acts xxiii. 24. 

576. Was Felix willing to hear Paul preach ? — 
Yes. Acts xxiv. 24. 

577. What effect had Paul's preaching on 
Felix ? — As he reasoned of righteousness, tem- 
perance, and judgment to come, Felix trembled. 
Acts xxiv. 25. 

578. Does it appear that Felix was converted 
by Paul's preaching ? — No. See Acts xxiv. 25. 

579. How long does Felix appear to have kept 
Paul in bonds ?— Two years. See Acts xxiv. 27. 

580. What motives does he appear to have 
had ? — He hoped Paul would have given money 
to him, to have loosed him. Acts xxiv. 26. 

581. In whose custody was Paul left by Felix? 
— Porcius Festus.' Acts xxiv. 27. 
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582. What does Festus say of Paul on hearing 
him preach ? — As Paul spake for himself, Festus 
said, with a loud voice, Paul thou art beside 
thyself; much learning doth make thee mad. 
Acts xxvi. 24. 

583. What effect does Paul's preaching appear 
to have had on king Agrippa ? — Agrippa said unto 
Paul, Almost thou persuadest me to be a Christ- 
ian. Acts xxvi. 28. 

584. What appears to have been the united 
opinion of Agrippa and Festus on Paul's case ? — 
That he had done nothing worthy of death or of 
bonds. Acts xxvi. 31. 

585. What was the reason then why he was 
not immediately set at liberty ? — Because he had 
appealed unto Caesar. Acts xxvi. 32. 

586. In sailing to Italy Paul was wrecked. 
Oflf what Island did that happen ? — Melita, now 
called Malta. Acts xxviii. 1. 

587. Did the crew escape ? — Yes : they all es- 
caped safe to land. Acts xxvii. 44. 

588. Had Paul given them any warning before- 
hand ? — Yes ; he had told them that the voyage 
would be with hurt and much damage, not only 
to the lading and ship but also to their lives. Acts 
xxvii. 10. 

589. What remarkable thing happened to Paul 
at Melita ? — ^When Paul had gathered a bundle 
of sticks, and laid them on the fire, there came a 
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viper out of the heat, and fastened on his hand. 
Acts zxviii. 3. 

690. What did the people of Melita say among 
themselves of Paul when they saw the accident ? 
— That he was a murderer, whom though he had 
escaped the sea, yet vengeance suffered not to 
live. Acts xzvili. 4. 

591. Did Paul suffer any harm ? — No : he 
shook off the heast into the fire and felt no harm. 
Acts zxviii. 5. 

592. When they saw he took no harm, what 
did they say then ? — They changed their minds, 
and said he was a god. Acts xxviii. 6. 

593. How did they treat Paul and those ship- 
wrecked with him ? — ^With no little kindness ; 
they kindled a fire for them because of the rain 
and cold. Acts zxviii. 2. 

594. What person in particular seems to have 
been kind to Paul and his company ? — Publius : 
who was the chief man of the island. Acts xxviii. 
7. 

595. What opportunity had Paul of repaying 
this kindness ? — The father of Publius lay sick of 
a fever, and of a bloody flux : to whom Paul en- 
tered in, and prayed, and laid his hands on him, 
and healed him. Acts xxviii. 8. 

596. When Paul arrived at Rome, where does 
he appear to have lived ? — In his own hired house. 
Acts xxviii. 30. 
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697. How long did he live there ? — Two whole 
years. Acts zxviii. 30. 

598. What was his occupation in Rome while 
he lived there? — He preached and taught the 
gospel of Jesus Christ without interruption. Acts 
xxvlii. 31. 

599. Is any thing said of his being brought 
before Caesar ? — Nothing. 

600. What is generally supposed to have been 
the close of Paul's history ? — He was released on 
this occasion and departed to preach among the 
Gentiles ; but finally he was seized again, brought 
back to Rome, and there beheaded. 

601. How many of the Epistles were written 
by St. Paul ? — Fourteen. 

602. By which of the Apostles were the rest of 
the Epistles written ? — By Peter, James, Jude, 
and John. 



SECTS AMONG THE JEWS. 



1 . Which was the most numerous and popular 
sect among the Jews ? — The Pharisees. 

2. What is the term Pharisee derived from ? — 
It is derived from a Hebrew word signifying 
separate, or set apart, because they a&cted a 
superior degree of piety to others. 

3. What does our Lord say of their affected 
righteousness ? — " That except your righteous- 
ness shall exceed the righteousness of the Scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the 
kingdom of Heaven. Matt. v. 20. 

4. What fault does our Lord find with them, 
in regard to their treatment of the Word of God ? 
— He complains of their making the Word of 
God of none effect, through their traditions. 
Mark vii. 13. 

6. What fault does he find with them, in 
regard to their prayers? — That for a pretence 
they made long prayers. Matt, xziii. 14. 

6. What does he observe, as to their making 
proselytes ? — He said, they compass sea and land 
to rns^e one proselyte, and when he is made, 
they make him twofold more the child of hell 
than themselves. Matt, xziii. 15. 
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7. By what parable does he rebnke their 
spiritual pride ? — By the parable of the Pharisee 
and the Pablican. Lake xviii. 9-14. 

8. What does he compare them to for their 
hypocrisy? — Unto whited sepulchres, which in- 
deed appear beautiful outward, but are within 
full of dead men's bones, and of aU uncleanness. 
Matt, zziii. 27, 28. 

9. In what most striking words does he declare 
to them their sin and danger ? — " Ye serpents, 
ye generation of vipers, how can ye escape the 
damnation of hell?*' — Matt, xxiii. 33. 

10. What set of men are conmionly named in 
connection with the Pharisees ? — The Scribes. 

11. Were they a different sect? — No; they 
were not a sect, but a profession. 

12 What was their profession? — ^To write out 
copies of the Law, and to expound the Law to 
the people. 

13. Did they belong to any particular sect? — 
They belonged chiefly to the sect of the Pharisees. 

14. By what other names are the Scribes 
sometimes called? — They are called sometimes 
lawyers, doctors of the law, and rabbis. 

15. Name two texts which prove that lawyers 
and scribes mean the same ? — Matt. xxii. 84, 35, 
36, and Mark xii. 28. 

16. What were the peculiar opinions of the 
Sadducees ? — They say that there is no resurrec- 
tion, neither angel nor sfarit. Acts xxiii. 8.

17* Was this sect a numerous or a popular 
one? — No. It was small in point of numbers, 
and consisted chiefly of rich and great people. 

18. What were the Herodians? — ^They were 
not a religious sect, but a political party, attached 
to King Herod. 

19. What sort of conduct and principles were 
they noted for ? — Irreligious and licentious. 

20. By what name does our Lord distinguish 
their doctrine? — The leaven of Herod. Mark 
viii. 15. 

21. What is the meaning of the term prose- 
lytes? — It means strangers^ Gentiles who had 
embraced the Jewish religion. 

22. Of these proselytes there were two classes, 
how were they distinguished? — The proselytes 
of the gate, and the proselytes of the covenant. 

23. What were the proselytes of the gate ? — 
Persons not circumcised, and who did not observe 
the ceremonial Law, but simply worshipped the 
God of Israel. 

24. What were proselytes of the covenant ? — 
Persons circumcised and observing the whole 
ceremonial Law, like the Jews. 

25. What was the difference between Priests 
and Levites ? — Both were of the tribe of Levi ; 
but the Priests were Levites, descended from 
Aaron's family ; the Levites were not of Aaron's 
family, and were employed in the inferior offices 
of the temple. 
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26. What is meant by the elders? — Members 
of the great cooncil of the Jews. See Luke 
xzii. 66. 

27. Who were the Samaritans? — Inhabitants 
of Samaria, a country lying north of Jerusalem. 

28. What people inhabited that country before 
them ? — ^The ten tribes of Israel. 

29. What became of the ten tribes of Israel ? 
— They were carried into captivity by Shalmane- 
zer, King of Assyria. See 2 Kings xvii. 6. 

30. What people did Shalmanezer place in 
their stead ? — Men from Babylon, and from Cu- 
thah, and from Ava, and from Hamath, and 
from Sepharvaim. 2 Kings xyii. 24. 

31. What were the people who were called 
Samaritans in our Lord's days? — They were a 
mixture of these Cuthites, and of the ancient ten 
tribes of Israel. 

32. Were the Jews and the Samaritans friendly ? 
— ^No. The Jews had no dealings with the 
Samaritans. John iv. 7-9. 

33. Does our Lord approve of the religion of 
the Samaritans ? — No. John iv. 22.

1. What are the Sundays before Christmas 
called ? — Advent Sundays. 

2. What is the meaning of the word Advent ? 
— It means coming* 

3. For what purpose were these four Advent 
Sundays set apart? — To prepare our minds for 
the celebration of our Lord's coming in the flesh. 

4. On what day do we celebrate that event ? — 
On Christmas Day. 

5. What is the meaning of the word Epiphany ? 
-—A shewing, or making manifest. 

6. What great event do we celebrate on the 
day called the Epiphany ? — ^The manifestation of 
Christ to the Gentiles. 

7* What denoted the manifestation of Christ 
to the Gentiles ? — ^The appearance of the star on 
this day, to the wise men from the East, who 
were Gentiles, and which guided them to the 
place where the young child Jesus was. 

8. On February 2nd is the Feast of the Puri- 
fication, what is meant by it ? — On that day the 
purification of the Virgin was accomplished, and 
we celebrate the child Jesus being brought to 
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Jerusalem by his parents, to present him to the 
Lord, according to the law of Moses ; and to 
offer a sacrifice of a pair of turtle-doves or two 
young pigeonsk Luke ii. 22-24* 

9. On March 25th is the Feast of the Annun- 
ciation, what is meant by it ? — On that day we 
celebrate the angel Gabriel's coming from God, 
to announce to Mary that she should be the 
mother of the Messiah. Luke i. 26-31. 

10. What is the meaning of the word Lent ? — 
It is an ancient Saxon word, signifying Spring. 

11. What period of time is called Lent? — 
Forty days, counting from the first day of Lent, 
but not reckoning Sundays. 

12. What is the first day of Lent called? — 
Ash Wednesday. 

13. Why was the day so called? — Because on 
that day the ancient Christians used to humble 
themselves after the manner of the Jews, in 
sackcloth and ashes. See Dan. ix. 3. 

14. What particular service is ordered to be 
read in the Church of England on Ash Wednes- 
day ? — The Commination Service. 

15. What is meant by Commination? — It means 
a threatening. 

16. What is the intention of the Commination 
service? — To denounce God's threatenings against 
sinners. 

17. At the end of every threatening read. 
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what are all the congregation to say ?— They are 
to say Amen. 

18. Does that mean a wish that God may show 
no mercy to sinners ? — No. It only means so it 
is ; such certainly are God's threatenings against 
sin. 

19. But is that always the meaning of Amen ? 
—No : when used at the end of a prayer it always 
signifies so be it, 

20. To whom is Amen applied as a title, and 
why ? — To our Lord himself, he being the faithful 
ana true Witness. See Rev. iii. 14. 

21. In commemoration of what event were 
the forty days of Lent set apart ? — In commemo- 
ration of our Lord's temptation and fasting in 
the wilderness. Matt. iv. 1, 2. 

22. Does our Lord himself give any positive 
command to observe fast days ? — None. 

23. Does it appear that our Lord's disciples 
were accustomed to observe fast-days ? — No. It 
is said they did not fast. Mark ii. 1 8. 

24. Does our Lord, then, forbid the observance 
of fast-days ? — No. 

25. If men do fast, what instructions does our 
Lord give them, as to their fasting ? — He says, 
** When ye fast, be not as the hypocrites, of a sad 
countenance ; for they disfigure their faces, that 
they may appear unto men to fast. Verily, I say 
unto you, they have their reward. But thou. 
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when thou fastest, anoint thine head and wash 
thy face ; that thou appear not unto men to fast, 
but unto thy Father which is in secret : and thy 
Father, which seeth in secret, shall reward thee 
openly." Matt. vi. 16, 17, 18. 

26. Does it appear that the Apostles ever 
practised fasting ? — Yes ; as appears from two 
passages in the Acts of the Apostles. Acts xiii. 
2, 3, and xiv. 23. 

27. What is the meaning of Ember weeks ? — 
Ember is an ancient Saxon word, signifying a 
circuit or course of seasons; and the Ember 
weeks occur once in each of the four seasons of 
the year. 

28. What was the intent of them ? — Ordina- 
tions used anciently to take place only on the 
Sundays following these Ember weeks ; and 
prayers are ordered to be offered up during those 
weeks, for those who are to be ordained. 

29. What is the Sunday before Easter called ? 
— Palm Sunday. 

30. Why is it so called ? — In commemoration 
of the people taking branches of palm-trees to 
meet Jesus, and strawing them in the way, when 
he rode into Jerusalem on a young ass. John xii. 
12-15, and Matt. xxi. 8. 

31. What is the day called on which we com- 
memorate the crucifixion of Christ ? — Good 
Friday. 

32. What is the day called on which we com* 
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memorate the resurrection of Christ? — Easter 
Sunday. 

33. What is the meaning of the word Easter ? 
— It means resurrection, being derived from the 
old Saxon word oster, signifying to rise, 

34. What is that day called, on which we com- 
memorate our Lord's ascension into heaven? — 
Ascension Day, or Holy Thursday. 

35. How many days was it after his resurrec- 
tion before our Lord ascended into Heaven ? — 
Forty days. See Acts i. 3-9. 

36. What is that day called on which we com- 
memorate the descent of the Holy Ghost ? — 
Whitsunday. 

37. Why is it so called ? — ^Whitsunday means 
White Sunday, so called because it was the chief 
day in the year for baptizing, and those who 
were baptized all wore white garments. 

38. Of what were these white garments in- 
tended to be the emblem ? — Purity. See Rev. 
xix. 8. 

39. For what reason does the Church of 
England observe Saints' days ? — Not to worship 
them, but to remind us of their good example, 
that we may learn to follow it. See Collect for 
All Saints' Day. 

40. What is the meaning of the word Litany ? 
— It signifies Supplication, 
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41. What 18 the meaning of the word Creed ? 
— It signifies a sommaTy of oar belief. 

42. In the Apostles' Creed we say, "Our 
Lord descended into hell ; " do we mean the phice 
of punishment ? — Certainly not. 

43. What were the last words of our Lord, 
which prove that his atoning sufferings were 
ended on the cross? — ''It is finished." John 
xix. 30. 

44. What, then, is the meaning of the word 
HeU in the Creed ? — ^The word HeU here signifies 
the world of spirits, into which the soul of our 
Lord departed from his body. In short, all we 
mean to say is, that our Lord really and truly 
died like other men, which some ancient heretics 
denied. 

45. What is the meaning of the word Catholic^ 
in the Apostles' Creed ? — It means Universal. 

46. Then what is meant by belieying in the 
Holy Catholic Church? — We mean to express 
the right that the Gospel of Jesus Christ has to 
be universally received ; and to protest against 
all divisions in the Church, as the Apostle Paul 
does in 1 Cor. 1. 10. 

47* What is the meaning of the word Saints 
in the Apostles' Creed, and generally in the New 
Testament ? — It means all true Christians. 

48. What is meant by believing in the Com- 
munion of Saints ? — We mean that all Saints, 
^that is, all true Christians, or true believers) 
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have communion, First, with God the Father, 
from whom cometh every good and every perfect 
gift. St. James i. 17. Secondly, the Saints have 
communion with the Son, through whom they 
have mercy and forgiveness. Coloss. i. 12, 13, 14. 
Thirdly, they have communion with the Holy 
Ghost, hy whom they are sanctified. Rom. xv« 16. 
Fourthly, Saints have Communion with holy 
angels, as ministering spirits, Heh. i. 14. Fifthly, 
the Saints have communion with each other, as 
members of the same body, as professors of the 
same faith, as heirs of the same promises, and as 
sharers in each others* prayers. Sixthly, they 
have communion also with the Saints in Heaven, 
as having their sympathies, like far distant friends, 
and destined to the same happiness. Coloss. i. 12. 

49. Why is it usual in our Church, to turn 
eastward, on repeating the Creed ? — We turn 
towards that point where the day breaks and the 
sun rises, in allusion to Luke i. 78, and Mai. iv. 2. 

50. Why is it that we bow at the name of 
Jesus? — "Wherefore God also hath highly ex- 
alted him, and given him a name which is above 
every name ; that at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in heaven, and things 
in earth, and things under the earth ; and that 
every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father." PhiKp. 
ii. 9, 10, n. 

51. What is the original meaning of the word 
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Sacrament? — It means the oath of allegiance 
taken by the Roman soldiers to their emperor. 

52. Then why is such a word applied to the 
Christian ordinances of Baptism and the Lord's 
Supper ? — In allusion to Christians being called 
in Scripture the " soldiers of Jesus Christ ;" and 
his being called " the Captain of our salvation." 
In Baptism, we as it were, " enlist under his 
banner; and in the Lord's Supper, we renew 
our vow of allegiance. 



MISCELLANEOUS QUESTIONS. 



1. How is the Law of Moses distinguished 
from the Gospe], as a Covenant ? — The Law of 
Moses is called the Covenant of works, and the 
Gospel the Covenant of grace. 

2. Whj was the Law called the Covenant of 
works ?— See Levit. xviii. 5, and Rom. x. 5. 
No man could be saved, under the Law, except 
by his works. If he ever broke one single com- 
mandment, he was lost for ever. Gal. ill. 10. 

8. What is the meaning of the word grace ? — 
Grace means unmerited favour. 

4. Why, then, is the Gospel called the cove- 
nant of grace? — See Titus iii. 4, 5, and Gal. iii. 
10 and 13 ; also Rom. viii. 1. Under the Gospel 
we are delivered from the curse of the Law, and 
are saved not by works at all, but by free grace. 
See Rom. iii. 24. 

5. Have good works, then, nothing to do with 
our salvation? — We cannot be saved by good 
works at all. See Ephes. ii. 8, 9, and Titus iii. 
4, 5. Nor can we be saved without good works. 
See 1 Thess. iv. 8-7, and Heb. xii. 14. 

6. What is the footing, then, on which the 

K 
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Gospel puts good works, in regard to man's sal- 
vation ? — They are necessary to qualify us and 
make us meet for Heaven. See Heb. xii. 14, 
1 John iii. 3, and Coloss. i. 12. But they do 
not entitle ns to Heaven, as a reward due to our 
merits, in the least degree. 

7. Then, is no righteousness necessary to give 
us a right and tide to heaven ? — No righteousness 
of our own, but the righteousness of Christ only, 
imputed to us as our own ; on which account he 
is called, in Jer. xxxiii. 6, *' the Lord our right- 
eousness." See also Rom. x. 3, 4. 

8. On what principle must all our good works 
be done, to be properly called good ? — On the 
principle of faith in the revealed will of God, 
which is to rule all our conduct. See Heb. xi. 6, 
Rom. xiv. 23, and 1 Cor. x. 31. 

9. If then we could never have been saved by 
the Law of Moses, what was the use of that 
Law ? — St. Paul asks this same question, and 
answers it in Gal. iii. 19. It was added after 
the Gospel promise had been made to Adam, and 
renewed to Abraham, in order to point out what 
was sinful. See Rom. vii. 7, and to operate as a 
check against transgressions, till the promised 
Messiah should come, who should save us with 
an everlasting salvation. 

10. What was the use of the ceremonial Law 
of Moses ? — It pointed to Christ by its types and 
ceremonies. 
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11. On this accouDt, what is the ceremonial 
Law called in Hebrews? — A shadow of good 
things to come, and not the yeiy image of the 
things. Heb. x. 1. 

12. What does the word Gospel mean ? — It is 
an ancient Saxon word, which signifies " good 
news." 

13. What is the good news which the Gospel 
brings us ? — It proclaims the way of salvation to 
mankind, who would all have been lost for ever 
but for Christ. See 1 Peter ii. 9-10. 

14. Does the Gospel effect any change in the 
moral Law ? — None. The Law is unchangeable 
in itself, like God himself. See Eccles. iii. 14. 

15. But has it not some effect in regard to it, 
so far as we are concerned ? — ^Yes ; it releases 
us from the curse of the Law, because Christ has 
borne its curse in our stead. See Gal. iii. 13. 
But it does not release us from the obligation of 
the Law. On the contrary, it binds it the more 
strongly upon us as a rule of life. See 2 Cor. y. 
14, 15. 

16. Is any one part of Scripture of superior 
authority to another? — No : ** All Scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness." 2 Tim. iii. 16. 

17. In what part of Scripture do we learn 
more particularly the peculiar doctrines of Christ- 
ianity ? — In the Epistles. 
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18. Does onr Lord say any tJiing which might 
lead one to expect that there would he a foller 
revelation of Divine truth after his death than 
hefore ? — Yes ; he says, ** I have yet many things 
to say unto you, but ye cannot bear them now. 
Howbeit, when he, the Spirit of truth is come, 
he will guide you into all truth ; for he shall not 
speak of himself, but whatsoever he shall hear, 
that shall he speak : and he will show you things 
to come." John xvi. 12, 13. 

19. When, in &ct, did the Gospel, properly so 
called, begin first to be preached ? — On the day 
of Pentecost, after the descent of the Holy 
Ghost. Acts ii. 38, 39. 

20. Why could not the Gospel, properly so 
called, be preached before ? — ^Because the atone- 
ment for sin was not made till Christ was cruci- 
fied. See 1 Cor. xv. 14 and ITy and Heb. ix. 
14 and 17. 

21. What security have we that the evangelists 
have made no mistakes in the Gospels? — ^They 
were guided by the Holy Spirit, who brought aH 
to their remembrance. John xiv. 25, 26. 

22. Why did our Lord not speak plainly at 
all times, but rather used parables ? — Head Luke 
viii. 10, and Mark iv. 33, 34. Our Lord taught 
the people in that manner which best suited their 
state of mind. They were too much prejudic€d 
^'^ receive such plain truths as the Apostles after- 

^ preached. 2 Cor. iii. 12. But his para- 
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bles, without giving needless offence to prejudices, 
were calculated to excite enquiry ^ and so prepare 
the way for fuller and plainer instructions, when 
the proper season arrived. See Amos v. 13 and 
John xvi. 12, Besides, we find, Mark iv. 34, 
that he expounded all to his disciples when they 
were alone, and so prepared them for their future 
office of teaching all people. 

23. Why in particular was it that our Lord 
avoided saying plainly in so many words to the 
Jews, that he was their long-promised Messiah ? 
— Read John x. 24, 25. The premature avowal 
of this truth would have excited the ill-judging 
multitude to such measures as would have given 
the Scribes and Pharisees an occasion against 
him, and would probably have excited the jealousy 
of the Roman government. See John vi. 14, 15. 
Jesus, therefore, ** straitly charged" his disciples 
that they should not declare openly that he was 
the Messiah. See Luke ix. 18-21. He let the 
people gather it, not so much from what he said, 
as what he did; (see John x. 37, 38) and let 
them compare his miracles and his teaching with 
the prophecies referring to the Messiah. Read 
Matt. xi. 2-6, and compare it with Isaiah xxxv. 
3-6. 

24. What title does St. Paul give to all the 
ministers of Christ? — Ambassadors for Christ. 

25. On what principle is it, that all true Christ- 
ians ought to obey the will of God? — On the 
principle of love and gratitude. See 2 Cor. v. 14. 

K 3 
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26. Yet on what principle are ministers to 
work on the minds of wicked men, in the first 
instance ?— On the principle of fear. See 2 Cor. 
T. 2, and Jade 22, 23. 

27. What is the principle on which especially 
we ought to hate and fonake sin? — ^Because it 
grieves and offends God. See Psalm zxi. 4, and 
Gen. xzxix. 9. 

28. Are men able to repent truly of their sins, 
if they are only willing to do so? — ^No. Men 
are no "more able to repent of their sins, than 
they are to forgive them. 

29. To whom, then, must we apply, not only 
for the forgiveness of our sins, but even for grace 
to be able to repent truly of them ?-^To Jesus 
Christ. See Acts v. 31. 

30. What is the first work performed on the 
heart by the Holy Spirit ? — To convince a man 
of sin. See John xvi. ?> 8. 

81. Does not the salvation of a man depend 
on his works ?' — No. See Titus iii. 4, 5. But 
if a man does not bring forth good works, it is a 
sure proof that he is not in a state of salvation. 

32. What does St. Paul say is the peculiar 
character and sure sign of the people of God ? — 
To be zealous of good works. Titus ii. 14. 

3d. In what respect are good works indispensa-^ 
bly necessary to salvation? — ^As an evidence of 
true and living faith, and as a quaUficatwn for 
heaven. Rev. xxl. 27. 
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34. What alone is it that gives anj man a 
right and title to Heaven ? — The merits and death 
of Christ. See I Cor. iii. 11. 

85. Yet after all, whom only does Christ hring 
to salvation? — Those who ohey him. See Heh. 
V. 9. 

36. Does he then, save men on account of 
their ohedience ?— 'No. See Ephes. ii. 8, 9, and 
Titus iii. 4, 5. 

37. Then why require obedience at all ? — 
Because only those who obey Christ are saved. 
Obedience is necessary, to prove the interest we 
have in Christ's death, by which alone we can 
obtain salvation. See 1 John iii. 3 and 8 ; 1 Peter 
ii. 21, 22 ; Also Rev. xxi. 27. 

38. Why is human obedience, even at the 
best, insufficient for salvation? — Because it is 
imperfect. Psalm cxliii. 2, and Isaiah Ixiv. 6. 

39. By virtue of whose obedience and right- 
eousness alone is it that any man is saved? — 
The obedience and righteousness of Christ. See 
Rom. iii. 22. 

40. How does a penitent sinner become justi- 
fied, by means of this righteousness of Christ? 
— By its being imputed to him as his own, as 
St. Paul says, Rom. iii* 22, ** It is unto all, and 
upon all them that believe." See also Rom. iv. 
22-25, and PhiHp. iii. 7, 8, 9. 

41. In allusion to this doctrine, what does 
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Jeremiah call Jesus Cbrist ? — " The Lord our 
Righteousness/' Jer« zxiiL 6. 

42. In allusion also to this doctrine, what 
name is given to the Gospel in the Epistle to the 
Hebrews? — It is called " the word of righteous- 
ness/' Heb. V. 13. 

43. Whj may the Gospel be justly so called ? 
— Because, in the Gospel the righteousness of 
Christ is revealed to us, by which alone being 
imputed to believers, they are accounted righteous. 

44. Why is this righteousness called the right- 
eouBuess of God? — For two reasons. First, it 
is that alone which God can accept ; because it 
is the only perfect righteousness : Secondly, it was 
performed by him who is God as well as man. 

45* How does St. Paul speak of the Church 
at large, in consequence of this perfect righteous- 
ness of Christ being imputed to all believers ? — 
Asa glorious Church, not having spot, or wrinkle, 
or any such thing ; but that it should be holy 
and without blemish. See Ephes. v. 27. 

46. What expression does he use, to intimate 
the way in which this righteousness is imputed 
to believers ? — It is put on as a garment. See 
Rom. xiii. 14; also Isaiah Ixi. lO. 

47* In what light then, does God look upon 
every true believer, who appears before him, 
clothed with the imputed righteousness of Christ, 
covering him as a robe ? — As perfect in Christ 
Jesus* Coloss* i. 28, and iv. 12. 
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48. On what principle does St. Paul instruct 
children to obey their parents? — Because it is 
well'pleasing to God. See Coloss. iii. 20. 

49. On what principle does he instruct ser- 
vants to do their duty faithfully to their masters ? 
— From the fear of God, and a desire to do what 
is pleasing in his sight. See Coloss. iii. 22-24. 

50. On what principle generally, must all true 
Christians regulate their conduct, in avoiding 
evil, and cleaving to that which is good? — On 
the principle of pleasing God. See Heb. xiii. 
20, 21, 2 Cor. v. 14, and Ephes. iv. 30. 

51. Is prayer always accepted and answered 
by Almighty God ?— No. David says, " If I 
regard iniquity in my heart, the Lord will not 
hear me." Psalm Ixvi. 18. And St. Peter tells 
us, " The eyes of the Lord are over the righteous, 
and his ears are open unto their prayers; but 
the face of the Lord is against them that do 
evil." 1 Peter iii. 12. 

52. When only can we have a well-grounded 
scriptural confidence that God will be pleased to 
accept our prayers, and answer them with a 
blessing? — When we keep his commandments, 
and do those things that are pleasing in his sight. 
1 John iii. 22. 

53. What office does our Lord Jesus Christ 
perform now in Heaven, for all praying Christians? 
— ^When we pray to God in his name, he pleads 
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and intercedes for us. See John xiv. 13, and 
Heb. vii. 25. 

54. Have we anj authority for believing in 
guardian angels ? — ^Yes ; St. Paul asks, " Are 
they not all ministering spirits, sent forth to 
minister for them who shaJl be heirs of salvation? " 
Heb. i. 14. 

55. Is an observer of times approved of in 
Scripture ? — No. He is specially condemned. 
See Deut. xviii. 10. 

56. What is meant by an observer of times ? — 
One who is superstitious about lucky and unlucky 
days, as the heathens were. 

57. Was the Bible originally divided into chap- 
ters and verses, as we find it now ? — No. 

58. When was it so divided ? — It was divided 
into chapters about the year 1240, and into 
verses, about 1445. 

59. What was the use of so dividing it ? — In 
order to render the finding of any particular 
word or passage more easy. 

60. When we read or hear the Bible, with 
what feeling of reverence does St. Paul tell us 
we are to regard it ? — Not as the word of men, 
but, as it is in truth, the Word of God. 1 Thess. 
ii. 13.

ARTICLE IX. 



1. Who are meant by the Pelagians here 
spoken of ? — The followers of a man named Pe- 
lagius, a heretic, who lived about 1400 years ago. 

2. What is meant by a heretic ? — Any one 
who departs from the faith, and preaches false 
doctrine. 

8. What does St. Paul tell us is our duty, in 
regard to heretics? — To reject them after the 
first and second admonition. Titus iii. 10. 

4. What did the Pelagians say about original 
sin ? — That it consisted in the following of Adam, 
t. e., in following his bad example ; not in any 
thing naturally bad in ourselves. 

5. But what does this Article of our Church 
say about original sin ? — That it is the fault and 
corruption of the nature of every man. 

6. From whom is this corruption of human 
nature derived ? — From the first man, Adam. 

?• Waa Adam created corrupt? — ^No. See 
Gen. i. 81. 
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8. In whose image and likeness was Adam 
created? — In the likeness of God. Gen. v. 1. 

9. Does this mean that Adam was created 
like God, as to bodily form ? — No ; for God is a 
spirit. Compare John iv. 24 with Luke xxiv. 39. 

10. What then does it mean? — ^It means that 
Adam was created like God, in the purity of his 
nature. 

11. At what time did Adam lose this purity of 
his nature, and become corrupt and sinful ? — ^The 
instant he broke the command of God, by eating 
the forbidden fruit. 

12. By what promise did the tempter persuade 
Adam and Eve to eat the forbidden fruit ?-^That 
their eyes should be opened, so that they should 
be as Gods, knowing good and evU. Gen. iii. 5. 

13. Was this promise in any degree fulfilled? 
— It was, but unhappily for them ; for before 
they had known nothing of evil, but good only. 
Now, for the first time, they knew evil as well as 
good. 

14. What one remarkable circumstance is men- 
tioned, which shews they knew nothing of evil 
originally? — Before they committed sin they 
were naked, the man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed. Gen. ii. 25. 

15. What other circumstance is mentioned, 
immediately after they had eaten of the forbidden 
fruit, which shews that they then knew evil, of 
which they knew nothing before ? — When their

eyes ..ere opened, they knew that they were 
nal They then sewed fig-leaves together, 

anu made themselves aprons. And when they 
heard the Lord Qod in the garden, they were 
afraid, because they were naked ; and they hid 
themselves. Gen. iii. 7* 

16. What did God threaten should be the 
consequence, if Adam and Eve did eat the for- 
bidden fruit ? — That in the day they eat thereof, 
they should surely die. Gen. ii. 17. 

17. But was that threatening fulfilled ? —Not 
so as for them to die an that very day ; but the 
instant they disobeyed, they became subject to 
death, which they were not before. See Rom. 
V. 12. 

18. Was the death of the body the only evil 
they became subject to ? — No ; the death threat- 
ened affected both body and soul. The body by 
dooming it to the grave, and the soul, by blighting 
its original purity, and leaving it " dead in tres- 
passes and sins." See Ephes. ii. 1. 

19. What effect has the corruption of human 
nature upon every man's natural inclinations ? — 
That every man i>, of his own nature^ incUned to 
evil, 

20. What is it then, that every person bom 
into this world, deserves? — God's wrath and 
damnation. 

21. What is meant by being regenerated? — 
Being born again. 
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22. Who is it that teaches us the necessity of 
being born again ? — Our Lord Jesus himself. 
John iii. 3. 

23. In what way does he teach us, that men 
are bom again ? — " Jesus answered, [Nicodemus] 
" Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man 
be bom of water, and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God." John iii. 5. 

24. When men are thus regenerated, or bom 
again, are they then delivered from this infection, 
or corruption of nature ? — No ; this infection of 
nature doth remain ; yea^ even in them that are 
regenerated. 

25. How does this remaining infection of na- 
ture shew itself, even in persons that are born 
again ? — By the desire of the flesh not being ab- 
solutely subject to the law of God ; t. e. there is 
a continual struggle between Divine grace and 
indwelling sin. See Rom. vii. 22, 23. 

26. How then* can even persons who are bora 
again, escape condemnation ? — " There is, there- 
fore, now no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit." Rom. viii. 1 . 

2?. What proof have we, that neither man, 
nor any other work of God, was evil originally ? 
— " God saw every thing that he had made, and 
behold, it was yerj good." Gen. i. 31. 

28. What proof have we, that by reason of 
Adam's sin, we all became subject to sin and 
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death ? — St. Paul tells us, " by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death by sin ; and so 
death passed upon all men, for that all have 
sinned." Rom. v. 12. 

29. How does our Lord argue that it could 
not be otherwise ? — He says, *' Even so, every 
good tree bringeth forth good fruit ; but a corrupt 
tree bringeth forth evil fruit. A good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit ; neither can a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit." Matt. vii. 17, 18. 

30. What text proves that we are all born with 
a sinful nature? — David says, *' Behold, I was 
shapen in iniquity, and in sin did my mother 
conceive me." Psalm 11. 5. And in Rom. vii. 
1 8, we read, '* For I know that in me, (that is, 
in my flesh) dwelleth no good thing ; for to will 
is present with me, but how to perform that 
which is good I find not." 

31. What text proves that we are all naturally 
inclined to what is evil ?— '* The imagination of 
man's heart is evil from his youth." Gen. viii. 2 1 . 

82. What text proves, that because of Adam's 
offence, we are all placed in a state of condemna- 
tion ? — " By the offence of one, judgment came 
upon all men to condemnation." Rom. v. 18. 

33. In what state, then, are we all by nature^ 
in regard to the favour of God ? — In a state of 
wrath. Ephes. ii. 3. 

34. How then are we ever reconciled to God, 
and restored to his favour? — By the righteous- 
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ness and deatli of Christ, who died and made 
atonement for ns, while we were yet sinners. 
Rom. V. 8, 11. 

35. And how are we moreover made righteous, 
and accepted as such before God? — ^As Adam's 
sin was imputed to us, so is Christ's righteousness. 
See Rom. y. 18, 19. 



ARTICLB X. 

1 . What is said in this Article, of our condition 
after the fall of Adam, as to our own natural 
strength and good works ? — ^We cannot turn and 
prepare ourseWes by our own natural strength 
and good works to faith and calling upon God. 

2. What texts prove this? — Rom. viii. 7, 8. 
Also Rom. vii. 18, and 2 Cor. iii. 5. 

3. At least, if we have no power in ourselves 
to do good works, have we not a good will ? — 
No ; we have naturally neither power nor will to 
do good works. 

4. How only can we obtain that good will ? — 
By the grace of God in Christ preventing us^ that 
we may have a good wiU. 

6. What is here meant by the word preventing? 
— It is an old word, which here means going 
before, and so leading and paving the way for us. 

6. When we have obtained this good-witt, are 
we then able to do good works of our own selves ? 
— No. The grace of God in Chriat must not 
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only prevent us, that we may have a good will, 
but must also work with tw, when we have that 
good will. 

7. What words of our Saviour's declare this 
utter helplessness of man for any thing good? 
— " Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch 
cannot bear fruit of itself, except it abide in the 
vine ; no more can ye, except ye abide in me. 
I am the vine, ye are the branches. He that 
abideth in me, and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth much fruit; for without me ye can do 
nothing." John xv. 4, 5. 

8. If, then, we have neither will nor power to 
do good works, where is the use of trying, and 
what good is there in exhorting ? — St. Paul tells 
the Philippians to work out their own salvation 
with fear and trembling ; " for," says he, *' it is 
God which worketh in you, both to will and to 
do, of his good pleasure." See Philip, ii. 12, 13. 

9. If, then, we hear a good sermon, are we 
not able, if we are willing, of ourselves to profit 
by it ? — No ; not of ourselves. We have neither 
the power nor the will for any good thing, 
without the grace of Qod in Christ. 

10. What does St. Paul teach us, wiU prevent 
any man from profiting by the best sermon ever 
delivered ? — ^The want of faith in those who hear 
it. Heb. iv. 2. 

11. In what way does it appear that Lydia, 
spoken of in the Acts of the Apostles, was enabled 

L 3 
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to profit by St. Paul's preaching? — The Lord 
opened her heart to attend to the things spoken. 
See Acts xvi. 14. 

12. Can no preacher's eloquence then, of itself, 
reach the hearts of his hearers? — Not in the 
least, unless it is accompanied mih the influences 
of God's Holy Spirit. 

13. If, then, we ask for the gift of God's 
Holy Spirit, have we any ground for expecting 
that we may obtain it ? — ^Yes ; our Saviour says, 
" If ye, then, being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children ; how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him ! " See Luke xi. 11-13. 

14. But how must we ask that and every other 
blessing from God, with a well-grounded hope 
of obtaining it ? — ^We must ask in faith, nothing 
wavering. See James i. 5, 6, 7. 

15. What is meant by asking in faith? — 
Firmly believing in God's promises, pleading 
them in prayer, and humbly expecting a gracious 
answer, knowing that *' faithful is He who hath 
promised." 

16. What proof have we from our Lord's case, 
that the best of preachers may be unsuccessful ? — 
Many of his disciples went back, and walked no 
more with him. John vi. 66. 

17* What proof have we from St. Paul's case ? 
— When he preached at Rome, some believed the 
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things which were spoken, and some believed 
not. Acts xxviii. 22-24. 

18. What does St. Paul say generally, to show 
the inefflcacy of all mere human preaching? — 
" Neither is he that planteth anything ; neither 
he that watereth ; but God that giveth the 
increase/' See 1 Cor. iii. 6, 6, 7. 

19. What duty does he, in consequence, press 
upon all hearers ? — The duty of prayer for those 
who preach, that the word of the Lord may have 
free course, and be glorified. 2 Thess. iii. 1, 2. 



ARTICLB XI. 



1 . What does being justified mean ? — It means 
being accounted righteous before God. 

2. For what only are we accounted righteous 
before God, that is, justified? — Only for the 
merit of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

3. By what means are we so justified? — By 
faith, f . e. practically believing that his sacrifice 
on the cross alone can atone for our sins; his 
righteousness satisfy God for our unrighteousness; 
and his Spirit sanctify us from all uncleanness 
and infirmity. So believing we are justified 
before God, and "whom he justifies, them he 
also glorifies." 

4. What does St. Paul say, of the safe and 
happy sUte of all who are thus justified ?— 
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'' There is no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit." Rom. viii. 1 ; and, " Being 
justified by faith, we have peace with God, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ." Rom. y. 1 . 

5. What does the Article say we are not justi- 
fied for ? — Not for our own works and deservings. 

6. Prove this. — ^David says, " Enter not into 
judgment with thy servant ; for in thy sight shall 
no man living be justified." Psalm cxliii. 2. 

7. But if we are not justified for our works, 
are we not for our faith ? — No ; the Article says, 
*'only for the merit of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ." 

8. What part, then, has faith in our justifica- 
tion ? — Only as a meauB^ whereby we look to, and 
apply to ourselves, the merit of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and become partakers of his righteousness. 

9. What name does the prophet Jeremiah 
apply to Christ, in allusion to this doctrine? — 
** The Lord our righteousness." Jer. xxiii. 6. 

10. After dwelling at great length on the 
subject of justification, what conclusion does St. 
Paul come to respecting it? — That a man is 
justified by faith, without the deeds of the Law. . 
Rom. iii. 28. 

11. But what does St. James say respecting 
it? — " Ye see then how that by works a man is. 
justified, and not by faith only." James ii. 24. 

12. How can we get over this seeming incon-. 
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sistoncy ? — Faith is taken in two different senses 
bj the two Apostles. St. James is speaking of 
a mere barren faith, such as even the devils have, 
who " believe and tremble." St. Paul, on the 
contrary, means an active faith, whereby a man 
^'believeth with the heart unto righteousness.'' 
Rom. X. 10. 

13. What does the Article say of the excellence 
and value of this doctrine ? — It calls it '* a most 
wholesome doctrine, and very full of comfort." 

14. Why does it deserve the character of a 
most wholesome doctrine ? — Because it does not 
make void the law of God, but it binds it upon 
us as a rule of life, Rom. iii. 31 , and Rom. vi. 1, 2. 

15. In what respect is it ** very full of comfort ?*' 
— Because, while the doctrine of original sin 
points out to us our ruined and lost state by 
nature, this shows us the way whereby we may, 
notwithstanding, have our sins pardoned, our- 
selves accepted and even accounted righteous, and 
our souls " saved with an everlasting salvation." 

16. What does our Lord tell us, of the union 
there must subsist between himself and every 
true believer ? — " As the branch cannot bear 
fhiit of itself, except it abide in the vine; no 
more can ye, except ye abide in me. I am the 
vine ; ye are the branches. He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth much 
fruit; for without me ye can do nothing." John 
XV. 4, 5. 
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17* From this mystical union, what peculiar 
doctrine follows ? — The doctrine of mutual impu- 
tation. 

18. Explain the nature of that doctrine. — God 
imputes believers* sins to Christ, who " bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree ;" and contrari- 
wise, he imputes Christ's righteousness to believ- 
ers, which St. Paul says is " unto and upon all 
them that believe." Rom. iii. 22, and iv. 21-25. 
See also Philip, iii. 8, 9. Bishop Beveridge says, 
" We hope to be saved by God's imputing our 
sins to Christ, and Christ's righteousness to us ; 
looking upon us as not to be punished for our 
sins, because Christ has suffered for us ; but to 
be received into glory, because Christ has per- 
formed obedience for us, and does by faith, 
through grace, impute it to us." 

19. Is there no other righteousness than 
Christ's imputed righteousness, connected with 
man's salvation ? — ^Yes ; there are two ; an im- 
puted and imparted righteousness. 

20. Explain the difference, and point out in 
what two different ways they are connected with 
man's salvation. — Imputed righteousness is the 
righteousness of Christ imputed to believers, which 
forms their right and title to Heaven. Imparted 
righteousness is personal holiness imparted by the 

tanctification of the Spirit, which makes believers 

aeet for the kingdom of Heaven. 

21. Prove the necessity of this imparted righU 
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eousness. — St. Paul says, " Follow peace with 
all men, and holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord." Heb. xii. 14. 

22. By what other name is imputed righteous- 
ness sometimes called? — ^The righteousness of 
God. Rom. i. 17. 

23. Why so called ?— Because it is of God's 
appointment, and what alone he accepts as such ; 
and because it was performed by him who is God 
as well as man, and is therefore of infinite value 
and merit. 

24. In what order do these two kinds of right- 
eousness come ? — Justification is in nature before 
sanctifies tion ; for God sanctifies only those that 
are justified. 

25. Are both justification and sanctification 
complete and perfect in this life? — ^Justification 
is complete and perfect at once in this life ; but 
sanctification is a gradual work, making progress 
continually in all those that are in a justified 
state, but never quite completed and perfected in 
this life. 

26. May the principle of fear be appealed to, 
in preaching repentance and exhorting to holiness 
of life ? — ^Yes ; St. Paul says, " Knowing the 
terror of the Lord, we persuade men." 2 Cor. 
V. 11. 

27* But what is the only true and proper 
principle of a Christian's obedience ? — The 
Apostle says, " The love of Christ constraineth 
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us ; because we thus judge, that if one died for 
all, then were all dead : and that he died for all, 
that they which live should i)ot henceforth liye 
unto themselves, but unto him which died for 
them and rose again." 2 Cor. v. 14, 15. 



ARTICLE XII. 

1. How are good works, properly so called, 
here defined ? — ^They are defined as the fruits of 
faith, following after justification. 

2. Can any such good works put away sin, 
f. e., make any amends for past sin? — No. 

3. What only can so put away sin? — The 
blood of Jesus Christ cleanse th from all sin. 

4. Can our good works, even at best, endure 
the severity of God's judgment? — So far are 
they from making any amends for sins past, that 
they cannot stand and answer for themselves, 
because they cannot but partake of human im- 
perfections ; on which account, they cannot stand 
the strict test and severity of God's judgment. 

5. Give a text to prove this. — David says, 
" Enter not into judgment with thy servant ; 
for in thy sight shall no man living be justified." 
Psalm cxliii. 2. 

6. Yet are they not in some sort pleasing and 
acceptable to God ? — Yes. 

7. How does this appear from the testimony of 
Scripture ? — ^* The righteous Lord loveth right- 



eousness : his countenance doth behold the up- 
right." Psalm xi. 7 ; and, " To do good and to 
communicate, forget not ; for with such sacrifices 
God is well pleased. Heb. xiii. 16. 

8. But in what way only are our good works 
pleasing and acceptable to God ? — In Christ ; 
not in themselves or for themselves, but in Christ, 
and for Christ's sake. 

9. GKye a text to prove this. — " Make you 
perfect in every good work, to do his will, working 
in you that which is well-pleasing in his sight, 
through Jesus Christ," Heb. xiii. 21. 

10. From what will good works necessarily 
spring ? — Out of a true and lively faith. 

1 1 . What tlien, is a test of a true and lively 
faith ? — Good works, by which a true and lively 
faith is as evidently known, as a good tree is 
distinguished by its good fruit. 

12. But do we not deny the necessity of good 
works, when we deny that they are meritorious ; 
and assert that they contribute nothing towards 
our justification ? — No ; good works are indispefi' 
sable f and accompany sahation; but they avail 
not at all in themselves, either wholly or in part, 
for justification and salvation. 

13. What is the difference between justification 
and salvation ? — We are justified by faith : salva- 
tion is the end of our faith. 1 Peter i. 9. 
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ARTICLB Xm. 

1. What is the character here giyeo, of works 
done before the grace of Christ and the inspiration 
of his Spirit? — That they are not pleasant to 
God. 

2. Produce a text to prove this. — " They that 
are in the flesh cannot please God." Rom. viii. 8. 

3. For what reason are such works not pleasant 
to God? — ^Because they spring not of faith in 
Jesus Christ. 

4. Prove this. — " Without feith it is impossi- 
ble to please God : for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder 
of them that diligently seek him." Heb. xi. 6. 

5. What light does this doctrine throw on the 
rejection of Cain's offering, and the acceptance of 
Abel's ?—" By faith," says the Apostle, "Abel 
offered unto God a more excellent sacrifice than 
Cain." Heb. xi. 4. Abel made his offering with 
humble faith in a promised Saviour, of whose 
offering of himself his own offering was a type. 
Cain had no respect to a Saviour, but as a mere 
natural man made an offering of his own devising, 
and made a merit of it. 

6. But do not such works make men meet to 
receive grace, and deserve grace of congruity ? — 
No ; because grace is altogether freely given, and 
not in any degree deserved. 

^ Who are meant by the school authors here 
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spoken of? — ^Writers of obscure works of divinity 
in the middle ages. 

8. What did they mean by the grace of cou- 
gruity? — A merit, supposed to attach to works 
done by well-meaning men without faith in Christ, 
and which they thought meet and deserving to 
be rewarded notwithstanding. 

9. What further does this Article assert, con- 
cerning all such works ? — ** We doubt not but 
they have the nature of sin." 

10. Why is this so ? — Because they are not 
done as God hath willed and commanded them 
to be done. 

1 1 . How has God willed and commanded them 
to be done? — In faith on God's promises in 
Christ, and with a single eye to the glory of God. 

12. What text proves the assertion of the 
Article, that all such works as are here condemn- 
ed, have the nature of sin ? — " Whatsoever is not 
of faith is sin." Rom. xiv. 23. 



ARTICLE XXIII; 



1. Is ordination of apostolical origin, or of 
modern date ? — Of apostolical origin. 

2. What are we told of the forms used in 
ordination, in the Apostles' days ? — When they 
had prayed they laid their hands on them. Acts 
vi. 0, and xiii. 3.

3. Prove that ordination is necessary to the 
exercise of the ministry. — St. Paul asks, " How 
then shall they call on him in whom they have 
not helieved ? and how shall they helieve in him 
of whom they have not heard ? and how shall 
they hear without a preacher? and how shall 
they preach except they be sent ? " Rom. x. 
14, 15 : and again, '' No man taketh this honour 
unto himself, but he that is called of God. as was 
Aaron. So also Christ glorified not himself to 
be made a high priest, but he that said unto 
him, Thou art my Son ; to-day have I begotten 
thee." Heb. v. 4, 5. 

4. Whom do we judge to be lawfully ordained? 
— Those which be chosen and called to this work 
by men who have public authority given to them 
in the congregation, to call and send ministers 
into the Lord's vineyard. 

5. What men only do we allow to have such 
authority in our Church? — Our bishops and 
archbishops. 

6. Is it then the doctrine of this Article, that 
episcopal ordination only is valid ? — ^We hold it 
to be so, but the Artide says nothing expressly 
on the subject. 

7. Are bishops ever mentioned in the New 
Testament ? — Repeatedly in St. Paul's Epistles. 

8. By what other name are they called in the 
Revelations ? — The angels of the Churches. 

9. What is the difference between the term 
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priest, in the Old and New Testament ?-^Priest, 
in the Old Testament, always signifies a saerificer : 
in the New Testament its meaning is quite diffe- 
rent. It never signifies a saerificer, but merely 
a presbyter or elder. The word used in the 
original for each is totally different. 

10. From what is the term priest, in the New 
Testament, derived ? — It is an abbreviation from 
presbyter, shortened into prester, and thence 
priest 

11. What gave rise to the order of deacons? 
— In the days of the Apostles, " When the 
number of the disciples was multiplied, there 
arose a murmuring of the Grecians against the 
Hebrews, because their widows were neglected 
in the daily ministration. Then the twelve called 
the multitude of the disciples unto them, and 
said, it is not reason that we should leave the 
Word of God and serve tables. Wherefore, 
brethren, look ye out among you seven men, of 
honest report, full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, 
whom ye may appoint over this business. But 
we will give ourselves continually to prayer, and 
to the ministry of the word." Acts vi. 1-4. 

12. What number of deacons were then ap- 
pointed ? — Seven. Acts vi, 5. 

13. Does it appear that the deacons took on 
them the office of preaching? — It is expressly 
said that two of them at least did so, Stephen 
and Philip.

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14. How does it appear that these deacons 
were ordained persons? — They were set before 
the Apostles ; and when thej had prayed, they 
laid their hands on them. Acts vi. 6. 



ARTICLE XXY. 



1. Does any such word aa sacrament occur in 
any part of Scripture ? — ^No. 

2. What was the original meaning of the word 
sacrament ? — It meant the Roman military oath, 
taken by their soldiers, to be true to their em- 
peror and their country. 

3. How came the word, then, to be applied to 
us Christians f — It is applied figuratively, because 
we are said to be soldiers, 2 Tim. ii. 3 ; and 
Christ is called " the Captain of our salvation." 
Heb. ii. 10. 

4. What only do we aUow to be properly 
sacraments ? — Those that were ordained by Christ 
himself. 

5. How many, and what were those? — Two 
only ; Baptism, and the Lord's Supper. 

6. In whom only have these sacraments a 
wholesome effect or operation ? — In such only 
as worthily receive them. 

7* Does receiving unworthily, simply disqualify 
men for receiving the good of the ordinance ? — 
It does more. They that receive unworthily, 
— -'Hase to themselves damnation. 
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8. Does that mean eternal damnation? — No; 
the original word signifies God's judgments in the 
way of sickness^ infirmity, or other worldly 
sufferings. 

9. What is the first part of the definition here 
given of the word sacrament ? — Sacraments are 
badges or tokens of Christian men's profession. 

10. What is the second and more important 
part of the definition? — Sacraments are certain 
sure witnesses, and effectual signs of grace and 
God's good-will towards us. 

11. By means of these sacraments, what does 
God do for us ? — He works invisibly in us, so as 
to quicken, strengthen, and confirm our fidth in 
him. 



ARTICLE XXVII. 



1. Of what is Baptism first said to be a sign 
and mark? — A sign of profession, and mark of 
difference, whereby Christian men are distin- 
guished from others that be not christened. 

2. But of what also Is it a sign ? — A sign of 
regeneration, or new birth. 

8. What good is done by baptism, to the 
persons baptized? — Thereby, as by an instru- 
ment, they are grafted into the Church. 

4. What other privileges are annexed to this 
sacrament, besides being made members of Christ's 
body, the Church ? — The promises of forgiveness

of sin, and of our adoption to be the sons of 
God, by the Holy Ghost, are visibly signed and 
sealed, faith is confirmed, and grace increased by 
virtue of prayer to God. 

5. Prove from Scripture, that Baptism is a 
sign of regeneration or new birth. — St. Paul tells 
us, (Ephes. ii. 9) that we all " by nature are 
children of wrath," because we are born in sin ; 
but (Gal. iii. 26) he declares of " as many as 
have been baptized unto Christ, ye are all the 
children of God by faith in Jesus Christ." 

6. Prove that by Baptism we are grafted into 
the Church.— St. Paul tells us, (1 Cor. xii. 13) 
*' By one Spirit we are all baptized into one 
body," I. e, into the Churchy which is called a 
body, of which Christ is the head, and we are 
the members. 

7. Prove that the promises of forgiveness of 
sins are hereby visibly signed and sealed. — St. 
Peter exhorts the first converts to the Christian 
faith, (Acts ii. 38) ** Repent, and be baptized, 
every one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ, 
for the remission of sins." 

8. Prove that the promise of our adoption to 
be the sons of God, by the Holy Ghost, is hereby 
visibly signed and sealed. — St. Paul says, of " as 
many as have been baptized, ye are all the child- 
ren of God, by faith in Christ Jesus." Gal. iii. 26. 

9. Prove that hereby faith is confirmed^ and 
grace increased, by virtue of prayer to God* — 
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'* They that gladly received his word, were bap- 
tized ; and Sie same day there were added unto 
them about three thousand souls. And they 
continued stedfastly in the Apostles* doctrine and 
fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in 
prayers." Acts ii. 41-42. 

10. Does this Article call fiaptism regenera- 
tion ? — No ; it calls it a sign of regeneration, 
not the thing signified. 

1 1. Is there any instance recorded, of a person 
baptised not receiving the grace of Baptism? — 
Yes; Simon Magus. Acts viii. 13, and 18-21. 

12. What may prevent the communication of 
grace in either sacrament? — ^Unworthily receiving. 
As the 25th Article says, ** In such only as 
receive the same, they have a wholesome effect 
or operation ;** consequently, adult Baptism may 
&il of the grace of Baptism, through unworthy 
receiving. 

13. But how stands the case of children?— 
There is a natural un worthiness in them, as being 
bom in sin, but not an unworthiness through 
actual sin; therefore our Church pronounces 
baptized children to be apirituaUy regenerate. 
** Being born in sin, and the children of wrath, 
they are hereby made the children of grace." 

14. What then, is the change effected in 
children by baptismal regeneration. — A change 
of state, a most important change, a change by 
virtue of Christ's ordinance, into a state and 
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possibility of salvationy from their natural state 
of sin and death. 

15. Is this change of state effected by Baptism 
in children permanent ? — Yes ; they remain in a 
state and possibility of salvation as long as they live. 

16. Are the privileges annexed to the sacra- 
ment of Baptism, secured to persons baptized, 
under all circumstances? — Not unless in after 
life they fulfil the duties they promised in Bap- 
tism, namely repentance towards Grod, faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and obedience to God's 
holy will and commandments. 

17> Is it possible for baptized persons to fulfil 
these duties perfectly ? — No ; " If we say that 
we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us." 1 John i. 8. 

18. If then baptized persons fall into sin, do 
they therefore forfeit their baptismal privileges ? 
— They will forfeit them if they live in wilful 
sin ; but they may, after they have fallen into 
sin, rise again, and by the grace of God, amend 
their lives. 1 John ii. 1, 2. See the 16th Article. 

19. Is that then, a second regeneration? — 
No ; regeneration can occur but once, and that 
in connexion with Baptism, which is administered 
once only. 

20. What term then, is the proper one in such 
a case? — Conversion; hence, we do not exhort 
sinners to be regenerate, but to " repent and be 
converted, that their sins may be blotted out.'* 
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21. Where does the term regenerate first occur 
in Scripture? — It does not occur at all in any 
part of Scripture. 

22. But does not the term regeneration occur 
somewhere in Scripture ? — It occurs in two 
places, and two places only, namely. Matt. xix. 
28, and Titus iii. 5 ; and in the latter place only, 
it is mentioned in reference to Baptism. 

23. When, and hy whom, was the sacrament 
of Baptism first instituted? — By our Saviour 
himself, when he appeared to his disciples, after 
his resurrection and just before his ascension. 
Matt xxviii. 19. 

24. But did not John the Baptist administer 
Baptism long before ? — Yes, he did. Matt. iii. 5-6. 

25. But how does it appear that that was not 
Christian Baptism? — ** While Apollos was at 
Corinth, Paul, having passed through the upper 
coasts, came to Ephesus ; and finding certain 
disciples, he said unto them. Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And they 
said unto him, M^e have not so much as heard 
whether there be any Holy Ghost And he said 
unto them, Unto what, then, were ye baptized ? 
and they said. Unto John's baptism. Then said 
Paul, John verily baptized with the baptism of 
repentance, saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should come after 
him, that is, on Christ Jesus. When they heard 
this, they were baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus." Acts xix. I, 2, 3, 4, 5. 
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26. How does it appear that Baptism was in- 
dispensable in all cases? — It appears from onr 
Lord's own words, ** Go ye, therefore, and teach 
all nations ; baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of tiie Son, and of the Holy Ghost." 
Matt, xxviii. 19. It appears, also, from Peter's 
exhortation, ** Repent, and be baptized, every 
one ofyoUf in the name of Jesus Christ, for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost." Acts ii. 38. And it appears 
from the general practice. Acts viii. 12. 

27. How does it appear that Baptism was 
esteemed indispensably necessary, even after the 
Holy Spirit had been given ?— " While Peter 
yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell on 
all them which heard the word. And they of 
the circumcision which believed were astonished, 
as many as came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For they heard them speak with tongues 
and magnify God. Then answered Peter, Can 
any man forbid water, that these should not be 
baptized, which have received the Holy Ghost as 
well as we ? — '* And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord" Actsx. 44-48« 

28. What does this Article say, as to the 
proper age for Baptism? — It recommends the 
Baptism of young children. 

29. To what Jewish rite does Baptism corres- 
d ? — Circumcision. 
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30. What proof is there of its doing so? — 
St. Paul calls it '' the circumcision made without 
hands, the circumcision of Christ." Coloss.ii. 11. 

31. At what age was circumcision performed? 
— ^When the child was eight days old. 

32. What effect had circumcision on* Jewish 
children?— It hrought them into covenant with 
God. Oen xyii. 18. 

33. Hence what argument may he drawn in 
favor of infant Baptism ? — If Jewish infimts were 
permitted, and indeed, commanded to enter into 
covenant with God, by being circumcised, we 

^ infer that Christian infants may also be admitted 
by Baptism, into covenant with God. 

34. But does the Church insist upon infant 
Baptism ? — It recommends it, but does not insist 
upon it. There is a special office, indeed, in the 
Prayer-book, for adult Baptism. 

35* What does our Church prescribe, as to the 

mode of administering Baptism ? — The priest is 

' ordered to dip the child in the water ; but if they 

' ceitify that the child is weakly, he need only 

' pour water upon it. Custom has made sprinkling 

water upon it the usual method.

1. Of what is the Lord's supper said to be a 
sign ? — A sign of the love that Christians ought 
to have among themselves, one to another. 

N 
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2. Give a text to this effect. — ** Herein is love ; 
not that we loved God, hut that he loved us, and 
sent his Son to be the propitiation for our sins. 
Beloved, if God so loved us, we ought also to 
love one another." 1 John iv. 10, 11. 

3. What corresponding feast to this, was there 
among the Jews ? — The feast of the Passover. 

4. What type of our Saviour was there in that 
feast ? — The lamb slain as a sacrifice. 

5. What title is given to our Saviour, in 
allusion to this feast? — Christ, our Passover. 
1 Cor. V. 7. 

6. The Lord's Supper is said to be not only a 
sign of Christian love, but rather a sacrament, of 
what? — A sacrament of our redemption by the 
death of Christ. 

7. What is meant by that? — It means that 
the bread and wine, the outward and visible signs 
therein received, represent the body and blood of 
Christ; the body wounded to death, and the 
blood shed for our redemption. 

8. But to whom only is the receiving of this 
sacrament beneficial ? — To such as rightly, worth- 
ily, and with faith, receive the same. 

9. To such persons, of what is the bread they 
take and eat, a partakhig ?— r A partaking of the 
body of Christ. 

10. And of what is the wine they drink, a 
partaking ? — A partaking of the blood of Christ. 
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11. What has our Lord himself said, in con- 
firmation of this view of this sacrament ? — 
•* Verily, verily, I say unto you, except ye eat 
the flesh of the Son of man, and drink his blood, 
ye have no life in you. Whoso eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, hath eternal life ; and I 
will raise him up at the last day. For my flesh 
is meat indeed ; and my blood is drink indeed. 
He that eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, 
dwelleth in me, and I in him.'' John vi. 53-56. 

12. But in what sense are these words to be 
taken? — Not literally, but in a spiritual sense. 
Our Lord sap, '* It is the Spirit that quickeneth ; 
the flesh profiteth nothing : the words that I 
speak unto you, they are spirit, and they are 
life." John vi. 63. 

13. After what manner only, does the Article 
say the body and blood of Christ are taken in the 
Lord's Supper? — After a heavenly and spiritual 
manner. 

1 4. And what is the means whereby they are 
so taken ?— ^By faith, which realizes to the mind's 
eye, the wounded body bleeding on the cross, for 
the redemption of the world. 
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
